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Greece's action today followed what 
considered an indignity upon her 
pelled the ancient ecumenical patri- 
archates of the Greek Catholic church. 
which has been located in Constanti- 
nople since the year 1200. Dr. Con- 
stantinos, the patriarch, returned to 
Greece today and was escorted to the 
Holy Mount im Macedonia, while the 
entire country made the occasion one 
of national mourning. 
Nation Denounces Turkey. 

Bells tolled, shops were closed, fes- 
tivities of every sort abandoned, 
mass meetings with fiery 
speeches denouncing Turkey were held 
throughout Greece. When war talk 
gave way to the league appeal, the 
government also addressed a_ protest 
to the world powers. 

After Turkey had defeated Greece 
in the war started by the iate ex- 
King Constantine, a treaty drawn up 
at Lausanne stipulated that the pa- 
triarchates of the orthodox church, 
established for centuries in Constan- 


cep tinople, should not be disturbed. 


The Greek government claims Tur- 
key has broken the treaty, and that 
other bishops of the church are being 
sought for the expulsion. 

Expulsion Is Affront. 

The ecumenical patréarch, as the 
name implies, was head of the Greek 
Catholic church throughout the world. 
and his expulsion by the Turks is con- 
sidered an affront by every pious 
Greek. - 

The government sent its protest to 
the powers, including jhe United 
States, emphasizing the fact that de- 
spite Greece's peaceful disposition, 
continued breach of treaties by the 


* Turks might lead to “undesirable com- 


plications. It asked the league of 
nations to intervene and restore the 
patriarchate at Constantinople. 
Hepes To Avoid Rupture. 
Foilowing a meeting of the cabinet, 
Cremier Michael Acopoulos said the

* it was hoped to avoid a rupture with

The Greeks, declare the banishment 
of the prelate occurred under par- 
tieu'arly brutal circumstances.

commission. Many perform duties 
which an engineer from the interior 
depirtment, an auditor from the treas- 
ury department, or an_ international 
lawyer from the state department 
could handle in spare time at no extra 
expense to the government. Some 
perform no duties at all, except to 
draw pay and take an _ occasional 
junket on a government expense ac- 
count. Some rarely meet. Some of 
these boards are composed of cabinet 
officers serving ex-officio or of pri- 
vate citizens who serve without pay, 
in which case a staff of paid em- 


plovees is maintained to do the work, 
.f there is any work. 

Many of these establishments are 
referred to as lame-~luck commissions, 
as their chief function is to provide 
soft nests for faithful party workers 
who have outlived their popularity 
hack home.

Detroit, Mich., January 31.—Henry: 
Ford, in an authorized statement is- 
sued here today. reiterated his previ- 
ously announced stand that he “no 
longer is interested in taking over 
Muscle Shoals.” 

He added that he is “willing to co- 
operate with the government in the 
development of Muscle Shoals into a 
great nitrate plant, making cheap 
fertilizer for the American farmer.” 

Produce Nitrate, Fertilizer. 

“In my opinion,” the Ford state- 
ment said, “the shoals should be usea 
for thé~production of nitrate and fer- 
tilizer. : 

“I believe that the government itself 
could keep Muscle Shoals and run it, 
not as a power plant, but as a nitrate 
plant, to help the farmers in“ peace 
and safeguard the country in war. 
The people of the United States spent 
$140,000,000 to create a government 
nitrate plant, not 4 power house. 

“We should not lose sight of the 
original and biggest reason for Muscle 
Shoals being built. 

Profferg His Assistance. 

“If the gavernment keeps Muscle 
Shoals and operates the nitrate plant 
by the army jand navy, I shall be glad 
to put at their service all that the 
Ford company has of knowledge and 
experience. Our engineers have been 
working for three years on the prob- 
lem of making cheap nitrogen from 
the air for farmers. We believe we 
have discovered improvements on the 
present processes. We believe air 
nitrate can be made at a price that 
will materially ~ duce the cost of fer- 
tilizer on the farm. 

‘The Fotd company will turn over 
to the government. without cost, the 
results of its research.”

Pottstown, Pa., January 31.— Wal- 
ter Bingaman; a farmer of Warwick 
township, near here, while in a re- 
ligious frenzy today, beat to death 
two of his three children. , 

When policemen broke into the 
farm house they found the farmer’s 
father, George C. Bingaman, 73 years 
old, also dead. His death, Coroner 
Russel] James said, probably was due 
to excitement and heart disease, 

Tonight Bingaman was in jail 
violently insane, the police -said. 
Bingaman's wife was at a neighbor’s 


‘house when the tragedy occurred. 


The dead are: Priscilla Bingaman, 
3 years .old, and William D. Binga- 
man,18 months.

An argumént followe@ and he tried 
to strangle her. She was unconscious 
for e time. Friday night her

Today she became alarmed when 
nobody was seen about the farm 
house and the authorities at West 
Chester were notified. Breaking into 
the house, they found Bihgaman and 
a i-year-old son, Walter, Jr., stretch- 
ed across a bed, with the dead grand- 
father and the two lifeless children 
in the same room. 

Prompted by “Spirits.” 

The county~officers seized Binga- 
man and manacied him, hand and 
foot. He said he was prompted by 
“spirits” to kill the baby. He evi- 
dently had beaten the :nfant to death 
with the handle of a carpet sweeper. 

When his.aged father died, Ringa- 
nian said, he had to “sanctify” the 
home by sacrificing the 3-year-old 
girl. Her skull had been crushed. 

The coroner held an -inquest and 
decided that Bingaman had killed the 
two children and that the father died 
from excitement and heart trouble. 


_Birgaman spared the life of Wal- 
ter, Jr.. his five-year-old son, he told 
bis captors, because “God 
commanded him to take it.” 

The coroner believes the fit of tem- 
porary insanity left the man, after 
he had killed two children, to return 
later. er

If «ll of these 
taxes can be collected, Mr. Smith 
said, more than $30,000 will be added 
to the treasury.

due to that extreme degree of intelli- 
gence called genius.” And then she 
pertinently observes: “The lack of re- 
lation between the magnitude of 


genius and the magnitude of its effect\ 


is true in the arts.” She does not ex- 
plain why the quality of a rose, its 
perfection in form, is so easily rivaled 
by a dozen bolder blooms in the eye 
of the multitude; or that, as a matter 
of scientific fact, vélume and quantity, 
even emotionally outrival quality ; and 
in music and noise, even the tom-tom, 
is more potential-in suspending nerve 
control, resulting in tears, than a 
Beethovan sonata. 
Real Work of Art. 

Senator Copeland recently spent 
several hours with me at the moun- 
tain aftee midnight, and although he 
reacted emotionally to the overpower- 
ing dimensions of the art product in 
process, his mind quickly measured 
the motive and plan, and with some- 
thing like surprise, and relief he ex- 
claimed: “Why, I thought it was just 
a dimensional wonder. Borglum, it 
is quite as natural and free as an 
easel production.” Copeland does not 
belong to the genius world, nor does 
he belong to the billions of mortal 
bodies whose inert mass hinders and 
delays great work more than the 
granite or the material difficulties in 
accomplishing great art. He does be- 
long to the intellectuals. 

Genius has never found a day, not 
a summer, nor @ season of apprecia- 
tion, nor an appreciative age. ‘The 
very nature of genius or the power 
of the creative impulses makes it 
ever a forerunner, the eye and the 
light of a new standard. It creates 
perforce its.own world. Jt must cre- 
ate its own following, or perish at 
the hand of those who refuse to fol- 
low it. It must draw from the life 
and the hour eonditions of the world 
into which it is born and upon which 
and with which it must labor. | It 
is very near to, and very conscious 
of, what the great world is uncon- 
scious of. Its job is to understand 
and make all clear to the mortal 
world. ‘The genius is the man of the 
times, of course, because he thinks 
what the times unconsciously feel, 
and makes or remakes conditions [In 
which he must move. ~ 

Era of Romance. 

This hour in this land 
fairly reeks with dreams and romance. 
The end and the power of the mod- 
ern rennaissance naturally entangle 
where they do not enlighten our prog- 
ress, The records of tragedy, adven- 
ture, great sacrifice, great failure of 
the eternal youth of the great race 
that has civilized this western wilder- 
ness lie moulding in our ancestral 
coffers; and idly we gather these to 
our hearts, justly and properly boast- 
ing our noble lineage, but shamefully 
content to be idle in our telling of 
the service our great sires have ren- 
dered all mankind. And yet out of 
these ashes, we in the southland— 
in the land of summer and roses—are 
raising to the heavens a_ pantheon, 
patiently, quietly and lovingly, that 
will rank unrivaled in the works of 
man—unafraid, proud and happy of 
the story it tells. We have plucked 
even from the pages of regret and 
seeming failure, success and honor 
tendered by our brothers who seemed 
our victors. s 

And so I repeat what Miss New- 
man said: “If love moves the sun 
and the other stars’—and more firm- 
lv reaffirm that ‘“‘such progress as 
the inhabitant has made is almost 
eortainly due to that extreme degree 
of intelligence called genius.” . 

It is one of the very significant 
things in the large interpretation that 
the sculptor and creator of the great 
memorial should have been of the 
west and not of the porth or of the 
sonth. The south, in rising to the 
eupoort of the undertaking of the 
memorial plan. did the human and 
natural thing. Then came the thoughts 
of the coinage; following that con- 
eress and the nation, and our great 
plan epread to the world. Then it 
was that congress, with royal and 
nerfect magnificence, did 
thing. For a half-century the south, 
like a voiceless soul, has sought ex- 
pression and record of her great. The 
north met that by unveiling that 
record with a national silver emblem, 
and by congressional act struck into 
its national coinage a tribute un- 
precedented among peoples. Men and 
peoples who cannot rise to the sig- 
niffeance of these great facts are not 
in any way sons of the great people 
the act honors. 

Spirit of Renaissance. 

Over 300 years ago the spirit. of 
the Renaissance, then a hundred years 
old, caught up by the Anglo-Saxon 
love n, first appeared on 
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larger and more inclusive, wih a 
meaning beyond the concepts of those 
ancient pioneers in self-determination. 
We have seen some of our sons—Lee, 
the lord of Arlington—bound by 
every tie that was sacred to them, to 
the father of his country and its gov- 
ernment, face a crisis that tried the 
very souls of the great. We have 
this son and his associates in conflict 
with other great souls, no less sin- 
cere—Lincoln and Secott—and we 
have seen Colonel Lee turn and with 
his concept, ‘unquestioned in this day, 
abandon what his father and his 
father’s friends had built. We have 
seen Lee and Lincoln and Scott each 
honestly take up their different ways 
—ways that Jed to the destruction of 
the other, strangely for the same 
principles; more strangely principles 
that built the great republic. Only 
now do we see what those prophetic 
souls foretold. In the great sweep of 
events, we see in Alabama—it was 
February 9, 1861—delegates to a con- 
vention crowded into a great hall, 
stairs and galleries choked with the 
multitude, oblivious to everything but 
the business in hand. Howell Cobb, 
of Georgia, one time secretary of tlie 
treasury, wag presiding. We see him 
rise and in a solemn judicial voice 
state:: “The next matter before the 
convention is the election of the pro- 
visional president of the Confederate 
states of North America.” The 
vote is by states, one vote for each 
state; there are but six im all. The 
tellers whisper to Cobb, -who with 
the same solemnity rises and an- 
nounces: “It is my duty to announce 
that the Honorable Jefferson Davis, 
of Mississippi, has been unanimously 
elected provisional president of the 
Confederate States of North Amer- 
ica.”

side against the state’s case, William. 
Hill,“ Montgomery lawyer, sought to 
show the jury that Dr. Edwarde’ ver- 
sion of the death of the physician's 
wife was not only plausible, but en- 
tirely logical. 

No Motive Established. 


Mr. Hill stressed the point that the 
state had established no motive for 
the murder, and that it would have 
been physically impossible for Dr, Ed- 
wards to have constructed the physical 
evidences of the crime alleged by the 
prosecution. In an amalysis of the 
state’s testimony, Mr. Hill sought to 
give credence to Dr. Edwards’ version 
of the tragédy—that his wife was slain 
by an intruder evidently bent on rob- 
bery, who attacked and shot him at 
the same time, 

Mr. Hill termed the intruder story 
highly plausible and extremely logical. 
He pictured the homelife of the Ed- 
wards ds normal and happy. 

“A man won't commit murder with- 
out a motive and the state has shown 
you no cause why Dr. Edwards should 
have taken her life,” declared George 
Ross, chief counsel for the defense, 
in his address to the jury. 

“The indictment charges Mrs. Ed- 
wards died in Six different ways,”

Only Circumstantial Evidence. 

Mr. Ross told the jury they “could 
not be true to their oatvs and con-

It is anticipatec that the budget 
committee’s action and Miss Boyson’s 
resulting survey will begin soon to 
show very clearly the first picture 
Atlanta has yet cbtained of ite 80 
cial work as a whole. Separate or- 
ganization, formerly competitors, now 
associates, for the good of mankind, 
in the chest may perceive where their 
broader purposes will be served better 
by assuming. from oi yielding to other 
agencies this or that detail of their 
present program. The majority of 
the agency boards have_ indicated 
their own appreciation of the need 
for this information. 

For the purposes of Miss Boyson's 
study the agencies have been grouped 
according to the character of their 
work, such as child welfare, familv 
welfare, and so forth. Studies of all 
the agencies in one group will be com- 
pleted together. Miss Boyson’s report 
being upon each group. as a unit com- 
posed of several agencies. 

| Work Is Underway. 

The family welfare grouv is the 
first now being surveyed. The work 
with this group probably will be fin- 
ished within a month. 

Definite organization for carrying 
out the approved recommendations 
that may result from Miss Boyson’s 
study has been provided within the 
chest. .Zhe welfare council which 
might be regarded as the legislative 
body of the agencies, each being well 
represented there, has been function- 
ing since last summer, developing and 
solving its own problems and rapidly 
enlarging its responsibilities. 

Reports and recommendations from 
the survey now in process will be 
transmitted to the welfare council.

An expression of his views on the 
subject of unification came from the 
Georgia bishop in response to an 
article in The Constitution January 
19, by Bishan J. N. Moore, of Dallas, 
Texas. Bishop Ainsworth declared 
that Bishop Moore’s article was plau- 
sible, but defined it as being “full of 
sophistries.” 

Bishop Ainsworth’s expression on 
the subject is reproduced below in 
full: 


By Bishop William N. Aipsworth. 
In The Constitution of January 
19 Bishop J. M. Moore, of Dallas, 
Texas, has a lengthy article on: Meth.’ 
odist unifteation under the caption. 
“Partnership Plan of Unification.” 
The article is plausible and is writ- 
ten with the fine Christian courtesy 
that always characterizes’ Bishop 
Moore, and for that reason is the 
more apt to obscure the sophistries, 
of which it is fulk As briefly as pos- 
sible [I desire to call attention to 
some of them. 

Bishop Moore says the suggestion 
for the proposed jurisdictional ar- 
rangement now before the churches 
came out of an action of the Louis- 
ville convention, which organized the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, in 
1845. That suggestion was contained 
in a resolution which declared the 
willingness of southern Methodism “to 
entertain and carefully consider any 
proposition or plan having for its 
object the union of the two great 
bodies, in the north and in the south, 
whether such proposed union be juris- 
dictional; -or connectional.*. That 
word, “jurisdictional,” he says, gave 
the key idea of the plan. I dare 
affirm that the Louisville convention 
never dreamed of any such content as 
is now put into their word. That 
convention had just completed the or- 
ganization of the Méthodist Episcopal 
church, south, under a-plan previously 
approved by the undivided general 
conference, which gave to the north- 
ern chureh the occupaticy of. the 
north and to the southern church the 
occupancy of the south, and under an 
agreement that each section should be 
left to the unmolested pastoral care 
of the churches already established 
therein. : 
These churches were geographical 
and exclusive in their jurisdiction and 
the thought had never presented itself 
of the subsequent development of a 
northern church in the heart of the 
south and lying all oxer the other 
ehurch like a blanket. The Louis- 
ville convention never dreamed of 
any overlapping jurisdictions as the 
two parties to a partnership, but only 
of a jurisdictional union of “two great 
bodies. in the north and in the 
south.” Nobody else hag ever con- 
tended for. such a union until in re- 
cent months. 

There’s the Rub. 


The pending plan Bishop Moore 
calls a partnership, “the two churches 
coming together just as they are, 
without any change, with equal rank 
and power, and unite to do business 
under a joint arrangement.”! To- 
gether “without any change!” Aye, 
there’s the rub. There nave been some 
engagements between these proposd 
partners before this. How did they 
turn out? Eighty years ago there 
was an engagement made to leave all 
the south to the unmolested pastoral 
@are of the southern church. The 
contract was repudiated by the north- 
ern church nearly as soon as it Was 
made, and they began in 1848 to 
make plans to occupy the south, wher- 
ever they could, from Missouri 
to Florida. It is not contended by 
anybody that the southern church 
had in any respect violated the en- 
gagement, but the northern church set 
it aside and began a program of i 
vasion that has marked its court 
without Wariation’ from that day to 
the present hour. Let it not be said 
that the .people who repudiated that 
contract are all dead and that we are 
dealing with a new generation. The 
new generation is doing the same 
thing. Northern Methodism has built 
a handsome church in Atlanta in re- 
cent years out of missionary money, 
and they are now organizing one in 
Tampa, where we already have a 
dozen. The last session of the St. 
Johns river conference (northern) 
announced that plans had been made 
to occupy every important town in 
Florida. The present vishop_ in 
charge of that work stated to one of 
our presiding elders, who protested 
against the northern entrance into a 
town where southern Methodism was 
already fully doing the work of 
Methodism, that they would regard 
our church anywhere just as they 
would a Presbyterian, as to its: bear- 
ing upon their plans t> enter any 
given field. As I write, there lies 
before me a picture of our own com- 
fortable church in Kingsport, Tenn., 
with a new church of northern Meth- 
odism under’ construction directly 
across the street. These are not iso- 
lated instances, but are in keeping 
with a program of aggression again-t 
the southern Methodist church, which 
northern’ Methodism. has pursued for 
three-quarters of a century.

Methodism in the south. The Cape 
May commission in 1876, authorized 
by both churches, agreed upon plans 
to compose the differences and the 
general donferences of both churches’ 
approved its plans. They accom- 
plished next to nothing. 

A joint commission on federation 
was at length proposed by our own 
church “with a view to abating hurt- 
ful competitions and a waste of men 
and means.” After an‘ effort of a 
dozen years such a commission was 
appointed and in due course made an 
agreement “to the effect that where. 
either church is doing tke work ex- 
pected of Methodism the other church 
shall not organize a society nor erect 
a chuzch.” Pending the adoption of 
this report by the general confer- 
ence of northern Methodism, their 
general conference in 1912 called 
upon all their members moving into 
the south “to be loyal to the (north- 
ern) Methodist Episcopal church to 
the honor of the church and the glory 
of God.” Thus the agreements of 
the commission on federation came 
to naught. 

When any partnership is proposed 
it is the first dictate of reason for 
each party to learn the reputation of 
the other for keeping engagements 
in order that each may be assured 
of fidelity to the partnership and 
reasonable harmony in the conduct 
of the business. The northern Meth- 

ist church has for two generations 

ing business all over the ter- 

at was ceded to us for our 

exclusiva occupancy by them in 1844 
s now to enter into this 

proposed partnership would be like 
Canada and the United Scates enter- 
ing a jurisdictional partnership after 
Canada had run an army over the 
United States to the Gulf of Mexico 
and proposed to keep all the country 
she had taken. Southern Methodism 
has been willing and is willing now 
to arrange such Jurisdictions as will 
give to the dominant church the ex- 
clusive administration of any given 
field, but thie ‘“two-jurisdiction ar- 
rangement” with one of them (the 
southern covering half the country 
and the other (the northern cover- 
ing the whole country und lying over’ 
the other jurisdiction like a blanket 
is man’s way of stepping around an 
unpleasant fact and is not the di- 
rect, open, manly way. of correcting 
an ecclesiastical fault. Since the be- 
ginning of negotiations for unification 
up to now nobody ever dreamed of 
inter-penetrating jurisdictions ‘among 
the white people of this country. For 
one I will be conciliatory whenever 
there is the slightest evidence of pur- 
pose in northern Methodism to aban- 
don its program of monopoly; but I 
cannot consent to any partnership 
that gives my jurisdiction (the south- 
ern Methodist church) half the coun- 
try for the conduct of its business 
and gives the other jurisdiction (the 
northern Methodist church) the whole 
country, including all that my church 
is allowed, for the conduct of its 


business. Plainly such a partnership 
in a little while would result like a 


partnership between the lion and the; 


lamb. It would mean more lion, and 
no lamb. 
Result in Organic Union. 

That this plan would result in an 
organic union—a union, where al 
jurisdictional lines would be thrown 
down and the _ interests of both 
churehes scrambled and without any 
protection for the minority—Bishop 
Moore himself frankly admitted to 
me last August. He said it would 
take from eight to twelve years to get 
to it. And this would be the very 
type of union of which Bishop Moore 
says in his article, “The southern 
church would never for a moment en- 
tertain such a plan. The suggestion 
of it has been again and again po- 
litely but stubbornly resisted. All the 
arguments against it 50 years ago 


are valid. today and would be in- 
dorsed by the southern Methodist

sponsibilities, or ‘ his 

servic..” The plan does not 
read. It says “The bishops of ‘the 
two churches as at present consti 
tuted shall be the bisho of the 
united ehurch. The bishops shall 
meet und organize as one body and 
shall arrange for the superintendence 
of the work of the (united) church.” 
I have no official relation to north- 
ern Methodism now and no responsi- 
bility in arranging for the superin- 
tendence of the work of that church; 
but the adoption of-this plan of part- 
nersLip will immediately bring me 
into both and it will likewise bring 
every northern bishop into the same 
changed relation and _ responsibility 
for my chureh, including Bishops 
Jones and Clair, negro bishops of the 
northern church. 


Much emphasis is laid upon the 
general eonference as the adminis- 
trative agency of the proposed firm's 
business. As a matter of fact it is 
stipulated: in the plan that the dele- 
gates elected to the general confer- 
ences (called jurisdictional confer- 
ences) of the two jurisdictions shall 
come together at stated times in a 
super-general conference, but in this 
body no motion can be passed—not 
even a motion to adjourn—without the 
majority vote of both sides. LEither 
side can defeat anything the other 
desires to do for fifty years or for- 
ever, if any such anomaly among de- 
liberative bodies could last that long. 
As a matter of fact, nobody expects 
it to last. It is unreasonable that it 
should, for there would be 800 on 
one side and 400 on the other. and 
it would be possible for these 800 to 
be supported by 200 of the 400 and 
then blocked by the other 200. Such 
an arrangement is not right for either 
church, and. yet this is the program 
that is labeled union! We are told 
by high authority that to oppose this 
program is to write oneself down as 
a hopeless reactionary and a would- 
be despoiler of the great victories of 
a united och gay 
it is denounced as Yrpvincialism, sec- 
tionalism and_ distrust, when the 
whole plan has written all over it 
the unwillingness of the two sides 
to trust each other. To call that 
union is an illusion of mortal mind, a 
make-believe that deserves a place in 
the archives of Mrs. Eddy—as child- 
ish a fancy as playing mamma and 
papa by two little children dressed 
up in big folks’ clothes. “ 

Property Involved. 


“The plan says nothing about prop- 
erty,” says Bishop Moore, because 
“the partnership plan does not in any 
way change any‘ of this.” There has 
been much juggling of words on this 
subject. Say what you will, if this 
plan is adopted the M. E. Church, 
South, passes out of existence in law 
and is “united in one church” with 
northern Methodism. The yet un- 
named union will become the owner 
of all the property of both of its 
constituent elements and it will be 
controlled by the terms of the union. 
Let it be admitted that each party 
will have an equal voice in the de- 


‘termination of all matters; it never- 


theless remains that no failure to 
agree over any matter of administra- 
tion will annul the partnership in so 
far as this plan has created one. 
Divergence of view might generate 
such friction as would make qa dis- 
solution desirable, but it could not 
be done without the concurrent vote 
of both sides. . Any group of former 
southern Methodists, large or small, 
might wish to 
partnership, but they would go alone, 
leavin: all their churches. colleges. 
hospitals and publishing houses in 
the union where they had already 
voted them. Methodism is a unit in 
its organization, and local congrega- 
tions and conferences can no -.more 
withdraw and take the property with 
them than nine-tenths of a local Bap- 
tist congregation can withdraw and 
take the church, if one-tenth desires 
to remain and conduct it on _ the 
principles that first brought the con- 
gregation together. 

The property of southern Method- 
ists will go into the union, and it 
will never come out of the union @x- 
cept with the consent of the other 
side, whether the partnership is sat- 
isfactory or not. 

Moreover Bishop Moore utterly ig- 
nores paragraphs 552-556 of our Dis-;

i. imposes; but they never will con- 
trol it in the sense that they can 
take it out. Let the union control 
southern methodists and southern 
Methodists can control their property ; 
let seuthern Methodists refuse to be 
controlled by the union and it will 
not take long to find how limited is 
their control of their erstwhile prop- 
erty. Such a partnership has no ap- 
peal me, 
_ Partnership Boards. 

What about the partnership boards? 
Bishop Moore assumes that there will 
be some—probably missions, publish- 
ing interests and S.uncay schools. if 
there are such boards, they will be 
more potent than the general cunfer- 


church. What a pity that the plan 
should leave such vital things un- 
settled! Such boards will be made 
up of the various elements and sec- 
tions of both jurisdictions and the 
chances are that negroes will be on 
every one of them. They are now 
on the northern Methodist . boards. 
Theat church has refused to consider 
any kind of partnership that discrim- 


ship. They have resolved in general 
conference that they will not ‘“‘recog- 
nize as valid in church or etate any 
discrimination om the basis of race 
or color.” The firm boards, if there 
are any—and there will be no union 
without them—will have negroes on 
them. A partnership that admits ne- 
gsroes to such vital places of direction 
and control in a great white church 
as its college of bishops, its legislative 
body and its administrative boards 
will not promote Methodism in the 
south. 

Bishop Moore says, “No man can 
fil to see that only by unification 
will thé church, north, as an or- 
zanization ever leave the south.” Un- 
fortunately the present -plan provides 
in terms to keep it here, working as 
a jurisdiction, largely independent and 
under northern bishops, in the very 
heart of our own jurisdiction. This 
has been made so plain I will not 
now «discuss it. Bishop Moore says 
in effect if his plan of partnership 
is defeated northern Methodists will 
be ‘“‘reinforced, reenergized and _ re- 
determined” in the south. I suppose 
Bishop Moore knows, for he has been 
pretty close to our northern brethren 
for some time; but this argument 
for unification makes no ‘appeal to 
me whatever. For me to be invited 
into a rartnership with the assurance 
that if I do not enter it every effort 
of superior power will be massed 
against me until I am forced from 
the field, and that by a Christian 
church of like faith with my own, 
makes me very determined that I 
ought to oppose any such partnership 
as Bishop Moore presents. I wis 
to be conciliatory and I would ap- 
prove a fair partnership with our 
northern brethren, but never _ this, 
when they have tried for 75 years 
to push southern Methodism into the 
Gulf of Mexico and it is asserted that 
the effort will be “reinforced, reen- 
erg zed and redetermined” if the pro- 
posed partnership is declined. A good 
partner for me must at least agree 
to ‘“‘shinny on his own side.”

Mr. Cable, after serving as a re- 
porter in New Orleans, wrote stories 
for Scribner's Magazine and after 
1879 devoted himself exclusively to 
writing. He was a member of the 
American Academy of Arts and Let- 
ters. 

He was the author of a number of 
well-known books, including: Old Cre- 
ole Days, The Grandissimes, Madame 
Delphine, The Creoles of Louisiana, 
Dr. Sevier, The Silent South, Boaa- 
venture, Strange True Stories of 
Louisiana, The Negro Question, John 
March, Southerner, Strong Hearts, 
The Cavalier, Mylow Hill, Kincaid's 
Battery, Possom Jone and Pere Ra- 
phael, Gideon's Band, The Amateur 
Garden, The Flower of the Chapde- 
laines, Lovers of Louisiana.  — 

Mr. Cable was in his eighty-first 
year, having been born in New Or- 
leans, October 12, 1844. He served 
in the Mississippi cavalry of the Con- 
federate army and was at one time 
reporter on the New Orleans Picay- 
une. In 1887 he founded the home 
culture clubs, now Northampton 
(Mass.) People’s institute, designed 
for the education and esthetic culture 
of wage-earning people. . 

Mr. Cable is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Hannah L. Cable, and save 
daughters by his first marriage: Mrs.

CABLE WELL KNOWN 


IN FRENCH QUARTER. 
New Orleans, January 31.—George 
W. Cable, southern author, who died 
in: St. Petersburg, Fla., today, was 
well kfiown in the “Vieux Carre, oF 
French quarter here, where he obtain- 
ed the material for many of his 
stores. The news of his death was 
received with regret. 
His first work, “Sieur George, was 
published at the age of 27, while he 
was employed as a reporter on the 
old New Orleans Picayune. In 1854, 
he inoved to Northampton, Mass., 
where ke has since made his home. 
His writings attracted the late An- 
drew Carnegie and the two became 
fast friends. Mr. Cable spent much 
time at Skibo castle, he —* home 
Mr. rnegie in Scotland. 
arg om donated $100,000 to- 
wards the founding of the Veoples 
Institute at Northampton, of which 
resident Coolidge was a member of 
the board of directors and which be- 
came Mr. Cable’s life work.

LINO OFFICAL LIFTS 
MARYLAND OYSTER BAN 


Baltimore, Md., January 31.—Balti- 
more oyster packing plants, inspected 
by P. H. Cooney, chief quarantine of- 
fice of Illinois. were informally ap- 
proved bv him in a statement tonight 
to Dr. S. S. Winner, Illinois state 
epidemiologist. The two health offi- 
cers are conducting an investigation 
of the oyster industry in Maryland, 
following an outbreak of typhoid fever 
in Chicago, which led to an embargo 
being placed on the bivalve. 

The requirements with which IIli: 
nois demands compliance before lift- 
ing the ban against Maryland oysters 
were discussed today by Dr. Winner 
and the executive committee of the 
Maryland state board of health, and 
on Monday will be presented to a 
committee of oyster dealers, repre- 
senting packing centers in all parts 
of the state, at a meeting in Governor 
Ritehie’s office. — 

An early meeting of the National 
Association of Oyster Dealers’ com- 
mittee to consider details of the oys- 
ter control plan proposed by Illinois, 
will be held in Springfield, Ill., it was 
indicated. Efforts are being made to 
obtain the assent of Dr. Hugh S, 
Cummings, surgeon general of the 
United States public health service, to 
serve as a member of this committee. 

Dr. Winner's requirements were ar- 
gued at length at the meeting with 
the executive committee of the state 
board of health today. The requrre- 
ment that- oyster fields be free from 
pollution is already met, the Illinois 
officer was told. Dr. Winner also 
stipulated that medical tests of all per- 
sons engaged in handling oysters be 
made to ascertain if they are carriers 
of typhoid. Agreement concerning the 
exact nature of these tests could not 
be reached, and the matter was re- 
ferred to Dr. I. D. Rawlings, Illinois 
health chief, by telegraph. 

Oyster plants will be permitted to 
ship to Illinois as soon as his demands 
are met, Dr. Winner said.

Marion, Ill., January 31.—(By the 
Associated. Press.)—‘“‘More brains and 
fewer bullets,” were urged by Sheriff 
George Galligan today in a statement 
issued prior to the latest disturb- 
ance in Herrin, as the result of which 
he asked that martial law be declared 
there. 

The sheriff, who is an avowed anti- 
klansman, declared he “positively 
would not resign,”’ as had been sug- 
gested by some. He urged William- 
son county citizens to assist him in. 
“carrying out the law through due 
process,” and besought the aid of those 
who had hitherto opposed him, prom- 
ising to perform his duties without 
favor, discrimination or prejudice. 

The sheriff's statement follows: 

Statement of Galligan. 

“I have refrained from making any 
statement as to my contemplated pol- 
icy in the matter of law enforcement 
in Williamson county. Even now it 
is not my desire to antagonize any 
one, or by word or deed, to aggra- 
vate an overheated situation. 

“In times past, I have been the 
target of personal violence, abuse and 
criticism. Perhaps it may be deemed 
by some as being unwise to rehash 
past events, but I have to submit a 
few observations in justice to myself 
and in view of the fact that. many 
wild statements have been credited 
to myself in the past few days. 

“Tt is my earnest hope that the 
citizens of Williamson county will 
get behind my office and assist me in 
carrying out the law through due proc- 
ess. I am the duly elected sheriff of 
Williamson county and positively will 


not resign. aie 
Criticises Past Raids. 

“Some people have insisted in 
usurping’ the powers of my office in 
times past and raids have been made 
without proper warrants and by. per- 
sons who had no lawful authority to 
make arrests. These raids have been 
conducted without any regard for the 
sanctity of the home, no respect for 
womanhood, and with the terrorizing 
of children.

“Then I managed to get in a boat | 
that was loaded with supplies for 
Darien, one of the towns that waa 
supposed to have been suffering great- 
ly from the flood waters, Having 
arrived in Darien, I found that Da- 
rien wis in fairly good condition. 

Auto Traffic Blocked. 


“The highway was cut off entirely 
for automobile traffic in and out of 
The only transportation: wa. 
by boats. I made a few pictures in 
and acound Darien and spent the 
night: there. Got up early the nex! 
morning and hired an automobile and 
drove to Townsend. We traveled 
over very difficult roads and at 
times had to get out and push the car 
along. We went through some water 
and at times the water was over 
the running. board of the machine. 
We had to do the same thing when 
we cporoneses Townsend. 

“When we got to Townsend, I hired 
a boat and tried to get to Cox, a 
small town, but we “id not succeed 
on account of the impassability of the 
river. So I had to retufn to Town- 
send and spent the day, photographinz 
scenes in and around Townsend. |! 
waded through water up to my,waist 
I went back to Darien and 
spent the night, stopping at a hotel 
where I met Major George W. Prico 
who had been sent by his command 
ing officer at Fort Screven, Ga., to 
make .. thorough investigation of all 
the towns that were flooded or in 
need of help. 

“Major Price was dispatched to 
the flood area in south Georgia to get 
nm personal and first-hand idea of the 
true eonditions there, in so far as 


“As the major was leaving there 
the next day. for some of the worst 
parts of the fleod district, I asked 
permission to accompany him, which 
ne granted, and we set forth the next 
day by automobile. back to Townsend. 

“Having spent the greater part of 
the day working in and out of Town- 
vend, we started for Ludowici, late 
in the afternoon, by boat. Ludowici 
is. 20 miles from- Townsend. We took 
aiong, as a guide, Deputy Sheriff 
W. H. Sallette, Jr. We traveled m 
row-boat. Before leaving. we se- 


eured two wheels on an axle, which 


we eed to roll the bout along when 
we came to shallow water and couldn't 
row the boat. We took the wheel and

Lieutenant Colonel Halloran, com- 
manding the medical activities at Fort 
Benning, tonight issued the following 
statement : 

“It s true that since the wet weather 
of the past three weeks, and particu- 
larly since the flood of a fortnight 
ago, that we have had numerous cases 
of an extremely mild form of influ- 
enza. However, there has been noth- 
ing dangerous in the situation at any 
time. 

“All of these cases have been with- 
out complications and of the very 
mildest type. Nothing malignant like 
the influenza attacks of 1918 and 
sueceeding years. a 

“We had no deaths and have had 
only one or two cases develop into 
pneumonia. There is nothing at all 
alarming in the situation.”

T. Coesgrave, president of *the Irish 
Free State cabinet, and Eamon.de Va- 
lera, the republican leader, in state- 
ments today said the talk of famine 
in the west of Ireland was unjustified, 
although the widespread distress in 
that section was abnormal. :

Said 
policy shall contain a provision to the ef- 
fect that the insolvency or pankruptey cf 
the assured thereunder shall not release the 
company from the payment of damages or 
injuries sustained or loss nccastfoned during 
the life of the policy, and in case execu- 
tion against the assured is returned unsat- 
isfied in an action brought by the injured. 
or his or her personal representative in 
case death results from the accident, be- 
eause of such insolvency or bankruptey, 
then an action may be maintained fy the 
injured: person or his or her personai rep- 
resentative against the company under the

with appalling consequences to the 
public if something is not done quick- 
ly to relieve it. 

Increased facilities is the only so- 
lution, and Dr. Bradfield makes a 
suggestion by which this can be ac 
complished at comparatively little 
cost. It is not practicable, en account 
of the physical arrangement, to add 
a new unit to the pregent sanitarium, 
but he recommends that the unit now 
occupied by ‘the’ children’s ward, 
which accommodates 50 beds, be made 
available for the emergency adult 
cases by putting ur a separate build- 
ing for the children. There would be 
advantages in having the children re- 
moved from the main unit, and there 
is a beautiful site on the sanitarium 
property for such a bwiding. Dr. 
Bradfield says that for $20,000 this 
could be put up and equipped, and 
not only greatly improve the treat- 
ment facilities for the children but 
enable him to take in the large num- 
ber of emergency cases that are in 
such need of hospital treatment, and 
in their present localities are a men- 
ace not only to the other members of 
their families but to the general pub- 
lic as well.

A third group would be vomposcd 
of Robert Bacon, who served a brief 
time under Roosevelt; together with 
the three who served under Wiizoa— 
William Jennings Bryan, Robert Lan- 
sing and Bainbridge Colby. These 
latter four had handicaps or circum 
stances of one sort or another that 
put their achievements in a rank be- 
iow that of Hay. Root and Hurhes. 
Partly the tenure of some of them 
was brief; partly Wilson was fow Icng 
neriouds his own secretnry cf state: 
rertly two of Wilson sAsccretaries, 
Bryen and -Lansing, wece ar times 
out of sympathy with their chief.

If one were to undertake to com

Hay. Root and Hughes are all en- 
titled clearly to the rank of greatness 
as secretaries of state. As time 
passes, the altitude of El:tu Root as 
a public servant of the United States 
and the magnitude of his. services are 
more and more realized. As one goes 
back into the records, one is almost 
#tartled sometimes to realize how 
much of foreseeing wisdom Root had, 
how frequently he established policies 
and set up precedents that have now 
become the settled policy and prac- 
tice of our government. 


Had High-Minded Equity. 


Root numbered among tis qualities 
and policies that of high-minded 
equity in his official dealing with oth- 
er nations. 
much as any other one man, who is 
responsible for a fundamental change 
of direction that took plave. not mere- 
ly in the practice of the government, 
but in the thought of the American 
people. 


For five years previous to Root be- 
coming secretary of state, and for a 
little while after, the prevailing Amer- 
ican political thought included a kind 
of grandiose zest for physical expan- 
sion.

The generally accepted prediction 
that in the year 1925, for the first 
time, more than SU per cent of all 
motor cars to be produced will be 
closed models, has a significant mean- 
ing for those in charge of engineer- 
ing, in the opinion of Benjamin Je- 
rome, chief engineer of the Oakland

“The gradual trend toVvfards the 
closed type of body has recently been 
given decided impetus through the in- 
troduction of the coach by some of 
the largest producers in the indus- 
try,” he explains. ‘‘The price of this 
closed style of car is, on an average, 
not a great deal higher than the open 
type. As a result, the closed body 
type 18 bound to predominate and this 
fact, taken together with the tremen- 
dous increase in good roads, particu- 
larly in the rural sections, means that 
more and more the motor car will 
be used for winter driving. 

‘To the automotive engineer this 
fact has a decided significance. because 
as a result engine performance must 
be improved to meet efficientiy and 
economically every kind of climatic 
con-lition. The motor must be so con- 
strueted that it will operate as ef- 
ficiently in .Florida in summer as 
in Quebec, Canada, in winter. It is 
for better winter operation, however, 
that great stress will be placed on im- 
proving the motor because cold weath- 
er brings more obstacles to efficient 
motor performance.

“Smoother engine operation is nec- 
essary for. better performance. To 
obtain more power and auicker accel- 
eration without sacrificing economy 
experiments are constantly being made 
in the larger motor car factories. 
The driving of cars will be made sim- 
pler and moré automatic, and already 
a few cars have gone a long way in 
lihia direction.

Must Do Both Sanely. 

The big essential in combining do- 
mestic and political or business ef- 
fort is simply to do both sanely and 
without neglecting or overdoing 
either. 

Too often women fail because they 
have lost their sense of balance. The 
home becomes a self-made prison from 
which the housewife, enslaved to 
dreary routine, will not escape; or 
the career becomes an all-absorbing 
passion that leaves no thought of bed- 
time stories. 

Either case is pitiful. When a life 
becomes absorbed in one thing to the 
exclusion of al! else, it becomes nar- 
row and cramped—dwarfed into a 
misshapen thing that is neither nor- 
mal nor happy. 

When Children Grow Up. 


I believe that a mother’s place is 
necessarily at home while her chil- 
dren are small. I do not mean that 
a woman must seclude herself from 
outside pleasures and diversions. On 
the contrary, I believe that diversi- 
fied interests are good for ang 
woman's well-being and usefulness— 
but I do think that babies are due 
the first consideration when they are 
toddling into the characters and 
tendencies that will make them good, 
bad or indifferent men and women. 
The influence of training and of 
physical care in childhood is a factor 
that demands a mother’s strict atten- 
tion, at least during the period of 
adolescence. After all, babies are a 
womans greatest career—no high 
business triumph or professiona] suc- 
cess or political victory can eclipse 
the glory of motherhood. 

But when a mother’s duty has been 
done, and house'ssld cares no Jonger 
demand urgent continual atteution, 
I can see no reasun why a woman 
should not use her natural ability, 
fostered as it has been by experience, 
for the furtherance of her own happi- 
ness and efficiency, and for’ the 
benefit of others. Cut off from the 
ectes that were, after all, her life, 
no woman who has been a_ busy 
housewife can be content and happy 
unless she is actually achieving some- 
thing that will make her usefulness 
Carry on. 


Demand First Attention. 


Marirage imposes duties that nat- 
urally demand first consideration. 
Yet there is nod benefit to be gained 
by sacrificing every moment of ft to 
the routine of domesticity. No mat- 
hold cares, the fact remains that if 
she is to become a good mother, she 
must first be a good all-around 
citizen. 

Neglect of any faculty or function 
causes decay. As surely as a woman 
secludes herself too long within ber 
kitchen, her alertness will be injured. 
The brain needs constant food if it 
is to grow with progress. Single- 
tracked, it becomes a oné¢-way brain. 

Assails Monotony of Drudgery. 

_ One of the great tragedies of life 
is the fact that so many capable wom- 
en bury themselves during the best 
part of their lives in domestic mo- 
notony. Then when the children are 
grown and there is less work to do, 
these worn-out women try to pick 
up the lost threads of an old life of 
varied interest. They have been men- 
tally asleep—have rusted, decayed— 
and while they stood still, the world 
moved on. 

These pitiful Rip Van Winkle wom- 
en always find, to their utter unhap- 
piness, that their neglect of them- 
selves has left them far behind those 
who grew normally, mentally, with 
the times. Life has no more pitiful 
wreckage than this, because in nearly 
every case, except where extreme pov- 
erty ties the woman to a washtuhb, the 
tragedy could be averted. Very few

Old- 
fashioned mothers who trained sons 
to found liberal, free government had 
glorious political careers, even though 
they couldn’t vote. In the modern 
power of suffrage, a woman can really 
have a political career without office 
or candidacy. 

Can Serve Both Well. 


I believe that with a safe balance 
maintained, any Wuman can serve 
both home and state and do both well. 
She must not neglect her child for 
politics, nor forget her ballot for her 
dishtowel. Women have demonstrated 
their political intelligence, and it takes 
only common sense to guide them in 
the art of safely uniting home and 
politics.

bridge, several miles below the creek 
dam, where the drowning occurred.

Volunteers are asked to go to New 
ton from surrounding towns next 
Tuesday and help the inhabitants ol 
that flood-stricken town in a cleanup 
day.

The mer- 
ehants yesterday began salvaging as 
much of their flood-stained stocks as 
they could. 


PNEUMONIA DEVELOPS 
IN TOWNSEND SECTION. 

Townsend, Ga., January 31.—Dis- 
covery of pneumonic cases at Cox, the 
falling of the water in this vicinity 
10 inches, turther arrival of foot- 
stuff, and the stabling of sicck in the 
stores at Jones, were the outstanding 
features today ir connection with the 
south Georgia floca. 

The pneumonia cases appear to be 
prevalent among the negroes in the 
Cox district. Medical aid is being ren- 
dered. 

Relief workers exploring the Jones 
vicinity yesterday found stores there 
converted from enterprising mercan- 
tile establishments into stables. Cows, 
horses hogs and mules were tied up 
the counters. Chances to save their 
lives are excellent, now that’ the 
water is recedjng. 

The flood Waters will remain up 
about eight or ten days longer. It 
will be necessary to secure flood sup 
plies from relief workers during that 
time, 


ALTAMAHA CONTINUES 
TO FALL. 

Savannah, Ga., January 31.—Alta 
maha flood waters continue to recede 
and the situation in the flooded areas 
of Long, MeIntosh, Liberty and 
Glynn counties is very much improved. 

Ludowici is confident that the ex- 
pected further rise in the Altamaha 
will not materialize. The first train 
to reach Ludowici since the burning 
of a part of the bridge across the 
Ogeechee river reached there yester- 
day carrying an accumulation of mail. 
The highway from Ludowici to Sa- 
vannah is still impassable. 

Major G. W. Price, U. S. A., who 
was sent to the flooded area by 
Colonel Raymond Sheldon, command- 
ing officer at Fort Screven, has re- 
turned to Savannah. Ele covered a 
large portion of the ‘looded territory 
in Leng and McIntosh counties. He 
declares that there has been big prop- 
erty damage, but no loss of life has 
been reported in the district. 


FLOOD SETS BACK 
TRUCK FARMING. 

Darien, Ga., January 31.—The flood 
situation at Darien remains almost 
unchanged today, the wuter falling 
with the tide only to ne forced back 
ubout as high when the tide comes in. 

Up the Altamaha river reports are 
that the water is slowly but steadily 
falling, and although another swell .'s 
reported behind this freshet it is not 
thought it will be here in time ‘*o 
overtake the present flood nor put the 
water as high as it has been. 

The highway across the islands are 
believed not to have been damaged 
as much as at first feared, though it 
is badly washed, some places across 
evtirely. All bridges are reported as 
hold'ng up well and the water will 
probably fall enough to permit work 
on the road-bed and restoration of 
travel by Tuesday or Wednesday of 
next week, 

the ronds between Darien and the 
Townsend and Cox sections remain 
un:ler water, though it is possible to 
drive a truck to the depot at Lown- 
send. Red Cross relief is being dis- 
pensed to those requiring assistance 
in the county. 

Darien. being on a high bluff, has 
not suffered in any way from the 
flood except that all commuwcation 
was for a while stopped. 

This flood ia a great setback to the 
Altamaha delta future as the crops 
cf lettuce and other truck planted by 
northern capital as experiments are 
ey} letely submerged owing to insuf- 
ficient banks and drainage.

SECRETARY REASSURES 
GOVERNMENT CLERKS 


Washington, Junuary 31.— The 
widespread apprebension that has 
seized on the army of government 
clerks in Washington since President 
Coolidge advocate] reduction of gov- 
ernment personnel was pu:irtially al- 
laved today by Secretary Work, who 
advised employees of his cepartment 
that any necessary suspensions prob- 
ably would be temporary. 

Declaring ther2 would be _ no 
“wholesale discharge.” the secretary 
pointed out it was the general prac- 
tice merely to place surplus ¢m- 
ployees on furlough. 

‘With a turnover of 21.3 per cent 
last year, vrith employees constantly 
being separated from the service 
through resignation, death and from 
other causes,”’ he said, “it is evident 
that very few of the furloughed em- 
ployees lost their jobs permanently.” 


SPAIN SAYS IBANEZ 
MUST ANSWER TO LAW 


London, January 31.—The Spanish 
e ibassy today made public an of: 
ficial telegram from Madrid declaring 
that the proceedings taken in Spain 
against Vicente Blasco f[banez, tbe 
author, would continue according to 
the ceneral laws cof the country. 

“These proceejlings have not Leen 
the outcome of any decision of a dic 
tatorial nature,” the dispatch stated 
“An embargo on his goods has bee 
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Albany, Ga., January 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The mortality rate among 
moonshine stills in southwest Georgia 
has been extremely heavy as a conse- 
quence of the unprecedented floods.

“My friend.” said the sad-faced 
man, “can’t you advance me five dol- 
lars till I can get my business going 
again? The flood has ruined it, and 
pretty near ruined me.” The open- 
handed citizen was interested, but also 
curious, Little by little the story 
came out. 

Making “Honest Living.” 


The man who wanted a ioan had 
been operating a still in the depths of 
one of the swamps in Baker county. 
It was a good still, he said, and he 
had been making “honest corn liquor 
—not the sort that would make a 
hyena out of the man who drank it.” 
He had built up a good business, and 
was making “an honest living.” 

Then came the flood. The still was 
completely wrecked. With it went 
many barrels of mash and other in- 
gredients of a first-class swamp moon- 
shine plant. 

Water Made Clean Sweep. 

It is not stated whether the loan 
was made, but stories continued to tell 
of a more extensive clean-up of stills 
in the southwest Georgia swamps 
than all the prohibition enforcement 
officers together have been able to 
make in many months. As the flood 
waters go down, tubs, barrels, stills, 
buckets, bottles and jugs are beinz 
discovered in many places, and many 
of them probably miles from the re- 
treats where the flood picked them up- 

It was in the swamps that the 
moonshine establishments were operat- 
ed, and not a equare foot of any of 
the swamps along the courses of the 
numerous creeks in this section, and 
Flint river, into which their waters 
flow, has escaped the floods. They 
took everything in their path and 
the force of the current uprooted 
great trees that had stood for scores 
of years. 

It is said that as the result of so 
many swamp “dew canneries” being 
put out of business by last week's 
floods, the price of moonshine stuff 
has risen to new high levels, and very 
little is available,

The crowd which assembled last eve- 
ning to watch the Tech-Georgia re-

tracks, Dick McMahon has taken over 
the management of Calumet farm, at | 


Lexington, Ky. In his day the limit 
of speed has been slashed from 2:10 
to 1:56 3-4. At each remove McMa- 
hon has been on the firing line with 
either a trotter or pacer. 

Dick is a Kansas product. At 15 
he set out from Fredonia to find what 
this world had in store for him. Par- 
sons was the first stop. At that point 
he found a meal ticket with a grocer 
named Ratliff. He kept a galloper 
named Shamrook as qg side line... After 
a year with the quarter-horse McMa- 
hon transferred his allegiance to the 
harness horse, his new pupil being 
the pacer Sam Hazzard. He had 2:20 
speed which was ample to get the 
money at a period.when hopples were 
not thought of and racing: manners 
were worth more than speed in pacing 
races, 

The call of the east caught McMa- 
hon in 1889. He flitted to Battle 
Creek, Mich., where for qa time his for- 
tune was cast with Pilot Medium. <At 
that time few thought that Walter 
Clark's gray horse was destined to 
stand at the head of the greatest fam- 
ily of light harness horses which has 
appeared up to date. 

: McMahon did not wait for the com- 

ing of Peter the Great. He yearned 

for the duet and dash of the race track 

and found it for the next eight years 

with the Kansas City outfit controlled 

by Pat, Bob and Johnny Stewart. 
Fortune Smiled. 

Fortune smiled on the Stewarts 
when their farm lands became city 
lots. For years they featured on the 
American tracks with such horses as 
White Stockings, Aunt Delilah, 
Grant’s Abdallah, Ryland T. and the 
split-heat warrior, Walter EK. ‘The 
last named never failed to bring home 
the coin.

Benny can’t lose anything by his an- 
nouneed retirement. If he wants to 
“egome back” next summer be'll draw 
a great crowd because by that time 
some of the younger lightweights will 
be claiming the title and people will 
be wondering if he’s as good as Leon- 
ard. For the past couple of years 
Benny hasn't had a rea] rival among 
the lightweights, and there has been 
no question of his superiority in the 
class. 

There hasn’t been any really bis 
money in boxing for Leonard unless 
he went out of his class to meet 
Mickey Walker, and Benny wisely de- 
cided months ago that Walker was 
a real champion, and larger enough 
than Benny to make the outcome of 
a bout donbtful. Making the weight 
limit in his own class has been hard 
for the champion—-too hard to be 
worth while except for a real cham- 
pionship fight. 

A Wise Bird. 

Benny can’t lost if he sticks to his 
retirement, either. He has _ been 
champion for nearly efght years. He 
has a fine reputation as a fighting 
champion. His name will last a long 
time and he can always make some 
money through ‘capitalizing his old 
rep. He has saved all the money he’ll 
need to live on if he doesn’t throw 
it away. 

Benny told me three years ago that 
as soon as he felt himself slipping he 
would retire.

Ville Jaervinen, as the record books

tances. He did not know the form 
employed in modern discus tossing—it 
was hy sheer strength of arm that he 
propelled ~ it. But in Athens the 
Greeks had insisted that not only the 
modern, but the ancient, style of discus 
throwing be given a place on the pro- 
gram and it was in the discus throw 
(Greek style)—an event no longer 
found in Olympic games competition 
—that Ville achieved the triumph 
which was to serve as the incentive 
for Finland’s phenomenal rise to its 
present high place in_ international 
athletics, 

Finland scarcely could wait for the 
snows to disappear in the spring of 
"07 to launch an intensive campaign 
in preparation for the London Olym- 
pic meet of 1908. Running tracks 
were staked out on the fields and 
nlong the roadways; field event equip- 
ment, rudely fashion, was set up, gnd 
weekly meets in every hamlet became 
a regular feature. The enthug#ism 
of the older athletes spread quickly 
to the youngsters. 

On Sunday afternoon in Abo every 
achoolboy could be found perched 
upon some vantage point in or near 
the athletic field, each studying the 
form of some favorite as he scamper- 
el or leaped to victory.

Paavo Nurmi, called greatest 
runner of all time, has smashed 
under his flying heels more world 
records for distance running than 
any one individual. Some of his 
outstanding marks are: 

Four minutes, 10 4-10 
for mile (outdoor). 

Four minutes, 143 3-5 seconds 
for mile (indoor), set at his first 
American appearance at Madison 
Square Garden, New York, 

Other . outdoor marks set 
Nurmi which have never’ been 
equalled for distance of three 
miles, 1,500 metres, 2,000 metres, 
3,000 metres. 5,000 metres, and 
six miles. He once broke the 
world’s record in the 10,000-metre 
run, but his mark was bettered 
by Willie Ritola, his countryman, 
at the Olympic games last July.

The British government for two 
years maintained a complete embargw 
against all foreign apparatus. This 
has now been lifted and the field is 
open. Adustralia is another impor- 
tant field for American spparatus. 
The Antipedes and South American 
countries have their radio seasons 
during the off season in this country. 
This is due to tieir location south 
of the equator. 

An instance of the worldwide in- 
terest in radio, even in the smallest 
countries, ‘gs illustrated in the case of 
Syria, Asia Minor. Prior to Janu- 
arv 1 there was an embargo on radio 
apparatus. This kas been lifted. Al- 
most immediately an order for a five 
tube Nentrodyne set of high price 
was placed with F. A. D, Andrea. 
This left by steamer on January 19. 

Austria is one of the- countries 
where strict regulations still govern 
importation of redio apparatus, but 
despite these handicaps there have 
been considerable shipments of Amer- 
ican made Neutrodyne receivers into 
that country.

NEW RADIO PATENTS 
IMPROVE APPARATUS 


Washington, January 31.—Eleven 
patents on radio inventions were 
granted by the U. S&S. patent offier 
during the past week. A brief de 
scription of each of thes inventions 
follows: 


Balanced antenna system, invented by 
Abraham Press, of Wilkinsburg, Pa., 
and assigned to Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing company. An ob- 
ject of this invention is to overcome 
the large amount of joulean waste in 
the ground wire at the bottom of the 
usual antenna constructions, 

Electrical signaling, invented by 
Louis Cohen, of Washington, D. C.., 
The object of the present invention is 
to eliminate interference and electro- 
static disturbances in the reception of 
radio signals, and thus improve the 
clearness and reliability of radio com- 
munication. 

Method and system for selective en- 
egy transmission, invented by John 
Hays Hammond, Jr., of Gloucester, 
Mass. - This invention relates to im- 
provements jn methods of any systems 
for the transmission of energy, and 


system for utilizing the phenomena of 
interference of either the wuave fre- 
quencies or group frequencies of elec- 
tric waves to produce beats or in- 
creased intensity at intervals deter- 
mined by the relation that the several 
frequencies bear to each other. 

Continuous wave transmission sys- 
tem, invented by William E. Garity, 
of New York, NN. Y., and assigned to 
De Forest Radio Telephone and Tele- 
graph company. The object of the in- 
vention is. to provide a continuous

This invention relates to receiv- 
ing circuits, and has for an object the 
reduction of noise in a receiving cir- 
cuit, particularly one in which ampli- 
fying means are employed, 

Signaling system, invented by Har 
old J. Fisher, of Jersey City, ‘N. J., 
and assigned to Western Electric 
company. This inventidn relates to 4 
signaling system, and: more particular- 
ly to an arrangement in which tele 

raph signals transmitted as a plural- 
ity of modulations of a single carrier 
wave may be’received at a distant 
station substantially free from inter- 
ference due to random disturbances 
such as statie discharges. 

High frequency signaling, invented 

by Eugene Peterson, of New York, N. 
Y., and assigned to Western Electric 
company. It is an object of this in- 
vention to produce efficient and im- 
proved modulation of a high frequency 
or carrier wave in accordance with a 
signal or other control wave.

TROUBLE SHOOTING 


Practical Hints 


; 


By Mary Texanna Loom's 


Have you been hearing noises in 
your receiving telephone lately, at tle 
season when you have been led to be- 
lieve you are not likely to hear static? 

Perhaps it is ice on your antenna. 

This will often make noises in the 
telephones, especially if the antenna 
swings a little in the wind. At this 
time of year the antenna should b2 


given special attention. An accumu- 
lation of heavy icicles may break the 
Wires or supporting ropes, and the 
whole affair may come tumbling down 
with a crash. It is. not so pleasant 
to erect a new antenna with the ther- 
mometer around zero. 

And for the same reason it is par- 
ticularly delightful to sit around the 
hearth fire and listen in to the manv 
entertaining and interesting sounds 
which may be brought into your living 
room by way of that same antenna. 
So the old adage about an ounce of 
prevention being” worth a pound of 
cure is very apropos. , 

Heavy icicles can be knocked down 
with a pole, thus relieving the wires 
of their weight. A thin coating of 
solid ice may not yield to the pole, 
and it may be necessary to melt it off 
with a‘torech made .of oil-soaked razs 
attached to the end of the pole.

BETTER RADIO SETS 
MUST BE PRODUCED 


Washington, January 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The manufacturers of radio 
sets must produce receivers that will 
tune in the low wave lengths. This 


is practically the only avenue of os- 
cape from the present wave length 
problem facing the radio bureau of 
the department of commerce, 

Confronted with a situation of at- 
tempting to divide 47 wave lengths 
between 105 class B stations without 
requiring 48 division of time three 
ways, the radio bureau has been ex- 
perimenting with the possibility of re- 
ducing the separation between 
stations in order to create new chan- 
nels. 

After cne month of these experi- 
ments, it has been finally concluded 
that the separation cannot at pres- 
ent be reduced since increased inter- 
ference would result. In all cases 
where interference has resulted from 
the shift of wave lengths, stations 
will be changed back to their old wave 
lengths with a 10 kilocycles separa- 
tion. 

Convinced that the separation can- 
not be reduced, the radio bureau. is 
faced with the problem of finding 
wave lengths for the new _ stations 
which are demanding licenses. Jhe 
secretary of commerce has not the 
authority to refuse 4 license to ar- 
plicants who meet the rather slim re- 
quirements, 

Only one of two things can be done, 
it is believed. Either stations will 
be required to divide time three wa7s 
or else new class B applicants will 
be given wave lengths in the class A 
band below 280 meters.

Likelihood That Govern- 
ment Will Take Hold of | 
Industry Is Seen by 
Writer. 


BY ROBERT D. LUSK 

Washington, January 28.—With the 
discovery by Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover that radio fans are becoming 
more interested.in local programs, 
there has begun a great argument that 
may vitally affect the future of. radio 

The government's policy in reg»rd 
to radio heretofore has been to in- 
terfere as little as pvussible. Under 
this plan it has muddled through the 
first few years of the development 
of what is now one of the most far- 
reaching and is rapidly becoming one 
of the largest of industries. It is es- 
timated that there are row between 
five and six million receiving sets ad-l- 
ing to the domestic problems of homes 
throughout the country. 

“It is not at all likely that the gov- 
ernment will step in and assume con- 
trol of this industry in the near future 
but certain other steps are imminent. 
A sweeping change of wave lengths, 
drawn up with the small set owner in 
mind, is anticipated. 

Changes Are Certain. 

It also is quite probable that the 
government soon will outline a deti- 
nite attitude toward radio develop- 
ment, 

Officials in charge of radio activi- 
ties hesitate to discuss the subject, for 
the situation, so rapidly is the indus- 
try progressing, changes daily. 

It is likely, however, that govern- 
ment action, eventually, will be along 
this line:

There must be 
a selection, for whatéeVer-action event- 
ually is taken, it will benefit one and 
hinder the other. 

If legislation favors the second class 
it will mean that the primary concern 
of the government will be to secure 
the best service for individuals within 
a given area of a certain station. It 
would limit the power of broadcast- 
ing stations and make local programs 
really local. 

This does not mean that if Bori 
and MeCormack again set out to boost 
the phonograph business they will not 
be heard west of the Hudson river. 


The government is taking into account 


the development of inter-connecting of 
stations by wire. In this manner 
stations throughout the country would 
broadcast big programs  simultane- 
ously.

Mimosa Hall. 

Mimosa Hall! The very name it- 
self stirs the imagination and we can 
almost smell the fragrancé of the 
mimosa trees floating on the breeze. 
This is :thé name of the home of 
Neel Reid, at Roswell, and is one 
of the group which breathes of the 
romance of ante-bellum days. 

Jts first owner, John Dunwoody, 
built bis howse on the present site in 
1839, It burned to the ground a few 
years later. Then it was, that the 
brick and plaster house, an appealing 
example of the Greek temple style 
of afchitectnre, was erected. Its first 
name was Phoenix hall; which means 
“rising out of its ashes.” In 1868 
General Afidrew Hanséll, grandfath- 
ef of W. A. Hansell, Atlanta’s chief of 
eotistruction, who was born there, 
bought the property. Mrs. Hansell 
ehanged the name to Mimosa hall on 
account of the beautiful trees found 
on the grounds.. Tater on Mrs. J: 
Barrington King. widow of a grand- 
son of Roswell King, founder of the 
town, bought from the Hansell! heirs, 
and then it was Neel Reid beeame 
the owner. During the Civil war the 
fedéral offieers used the house as 
headquarters. 

The ¢afiens were originally on the 
east side, but a visit there shows that 
nothing rémains even to show the 
outline save a tangle of old-fashioned 
spring roses, &vringa and mimosa 
trees. with small leafed vines cover 
ine the ground. 

The lily of the valley garden is 
the only part left to femind the 
rresent owners of the old garden. It 
is just at the entrance of the beds of 
iris, separated By a long  natrow 
noél, It Was originally planned by 
Mrs. Andrew Hansell and there are 
only five of the original flower beds 
left. Four are full of valley lilies, 
those fragile fairy-like flowers sti#-

FARM LEGISLATION. 
The president has submitted to 


congress the recommendations of his 
farm commission appointed by him 
to study agricultural conditions, and 


submit a schedule of needed legisla- 
tion. He is prepared to begin a 
drive, apparently, to put through 
the recommendations at this sés- 
sion, but from this cistance it doés 
not look that even éxecutive pres- 
sure will be enavled to accomplish 
this. 

There is nothing new in the rec- 
ommendations, Each suggestion has 


been made before congress repeated- 


ly. They have all been incorporated 
in One way or another fh bills that 
havé been introduced. 

Briefly, according to the confer- 
ence, agriculture “needs continuing 
constructive and sympathetic lead- 
ership in the administration of gov- 
ernmental departments as they af- 
fect the farmers’ interests and it 
also needs, from time to time, the 
type of legislation described.” 

The one outstanding siiigestion 
for the betterment of the farmer is 
that he should be given, “through 
the application of the protective 
tariff system, the full henéfits of 
American markets.” 

The report says: 


“The American farmer can neither 
compete with imported agricultural 
products, created through cheap for- 
eign labor and lower standards of liv- 
ing, nor can he compete in foreign 
markets for the sale of his products 
at world price levels created by sup- 
ply and demand arising out of foreign’ 
productive standards and fcreign buy- 
ing power.” 

A coopetative marketing system, 
fostered and overlooked by the gov- 
ernment, is reeommended. A special. 
board would be created for this 
work. 

Better credit arrangements and 2 
readjustment of freight rates are 
suggested.

LESSONS FROM FIGURES. 

In studying the statistical posi- 
tion of any commodity the figures, 
without comment, more Often than 
not, present a more forceful argu- 
ment in impressing some outstand- 
ing fact than if interwoven with 
discussion. 

There ‘are lessons of interest in 
the following: : 

The census bureau reports that 


during the five months ending De- 


cembeér 31, 2,349,580 bales of cot- 
ton were consumed in the United 
States, compared with 2,517,899 
bales consumed during the corre- 
sponding period of 1923. The cot- 
ton-growing states of the south con- 
Sumed 1,627,844 bales during the 
five months ending December 31, 
New England 605,102 bales and all 
116,634 bales. The 
decreased consumption in the cot- 
ton-growing states comparéd with 
the corresponding period of 1923 
was 53,407 bales, the decrease in 
New England was 100,753 bales and 
in the other states 14,159 bales. 

The quantity of cotton on hand 
December 31 in consuming estab- 
lishments was 1,319,265 bales, com- 
pared with 1,627,628 bales onthand 
December 31, 1923, and on Decem- 
ber 31 the quantity held in public 
storage and at compresses was 
4,623,863 bales, compared with 
3,512,577 bales December 31, 1923; 

Exports of domestic cotton in- 
creased over a million bales for the 
five months ending December 31, 
compared with the corresponding 
period of the previous year, 4,344,- 
111 bales being exported from Au- 
gust 1 to December 31, compared 
with 3,321,190 bales exported from 
August 1 to December 31, 1923, 

Preliminary figures issued by the 
department of commerce show that 
37,885,538 cotton spindles were in 
place in the United States at the 
end of last year, of which 32,661,- 
949 spindles were in operation at 
some time during the month of Dé- 
cember. It is estimated that about 
17,000,000, or $2 per cent, of these 
active spindles are in the south. The 
aggregate number of active spindle 
hours reported for Decémbér. was 
7,816,590,215 for the United States: 
The cotton-growing statés: of the 
south operated during December 
4,624,716,928 spindle hours, or an 
average Of 266 hours per spindle in 
place, as compared with 2,867,153,- 
619 hours, or 154 hours per $pin- 
die in place, for the New England 
States, and 324,719,668 hours, or 
165 hours per spindle in place, for 
all other states. 

The imcrease in exports of do- 
mestic cotton, due to better eco. 
nomic conditions in Europe, is quite 
well established. This illustrates

. The further arbitrary advance in 
the prices of gasoline accentuates 
again the necessity for putting this 
public utility—for it is nothing else 
-—under government control, just as 
gas, coal, hydro-ele@tric power and 
transportation. ae. 

The fact that the price of gaso- 
line varies by states, the differen- 
tial reaching as much as seven to ten 
cents in some instances, dependent 
upon restraining influences, illus- 
trates the unfairness of attaching 
these advancés entirely to the old 
trading law of supply and demand. 

The demand is on the part of al- 
most the entire American public, 
while the supply is controlled, in- 
directly at least, by one agency. 

If the supply can be thus permit- 
ted without governmental restraint 
to become concentrated into one 
general source, surely the govern- 
ment can do no less than protect 
the public, fairly to all interests in- 
volved, by regulatory functions 
Such as exercised over other public 
utilities. 

It is an urgent matter, far more 
urgent than many seem to believe. 
Motor transportation is universal, 
and the fuél that enters into it 
ought to be just as subject to gov- 
ernmental regulation as the fuel for 
rail transportation.

There will be no bootleggers if 
there are flO customers, and cus- 
tomers will very materially dwindle 
if there are no:jobs for the bootleg 
customers.

And in the con- 
sciences of law-abiding citizens that 
ought to be sufficiént to command 
respect for it. Laws are made to 
be enforced and the prohibition law 
ought to be enforced.

Facing Aviation Facts 


‘BY WILL H. HAYS,

The Meaning of Isolation. 


JONES, D. D. 


In the second of three editorials 
on the aviation situation in 
Améfiea today, Mr. Hays pte- 
sents and interprets some etrik- 
ing facts. 

“The American aircraft industry to- 
day is near collapse. 

Let us face the facts. What has 
been done and undone in aviation in 
America since the Wright brothers 
mace their contribution to civilization 
on the sand dunes of Kitty Hawk 
twenty-one years to create this con- 
dition ? 

From the firat frail craft, flying a 
few feet high at 40 miles an_ hour, 
have come American machines, remain- 
ing in the air nearly 36 hours, mount- 
ing to a height of six miles and speed- 
ing at more than four miles a minute. 

Americans in American planes first 
sapnned the continent between dawn 
end dusk, first flew the Atlantic, 
first circumnavigated the globe. Amer- 
ican engineers and American flyers 
brought to the United States some 
forty-two of the fifty or so world rec- 
ords, including speed, altitude and en- 
durance, 

Regularly now,, speeding by night 
aul by day, our air mail planes fly 
between New York and San Francis- 
eo in an average of thirty-two hours. 
This air mail service is the one great- 
est accomplishment. It is the complete 
demonstration of the value of the air- 
plane as a useful instrument in peace- 
ful commerce. 

During the last calendar year air 
mail planes flew more than 2,000,000 
miles. ‘Lley carried 34,000.000 §let- 
ters so safely that insurance com- 


panjes give air mail patrons rates 
upon a parity with other transporta- 
tion. Millions of dollars are directly 
saved by cutting the transcontinental 


mail time and the speeding of busi- 
ness, 

Starting with practically nothing, 
during the eighteen months .we were 
at war we produced nearly 14,000 air- 
planes and approximately 42,000 eén- 
gines. It was one of the greatest in- 
dustrial achievements of all time. At 
the time of the armistice a capital 
investment of $100,000,000 was repre- 
senled in the industry, Planes were 
produced at the rate of. 12,000 a year, 
engines at the rate of 24,000 a year, 
und 250,000 operatives were ¢mployed, 
including those in the spruce woods. 
We had trained 17,000 pilots, created 
many excellent flying fields and 
¥tocked up with great numbers of 
ships and motors. 

And now we have done quite as 
good a job of undoing. Of the $100,- 
00,000 invested in aircraft plants at 
the time of the armistice, certainly not 
one-tenth remains, A year ago there 
were not more than twenty aircraft 
and engine’ plants, not more than 
2,000 operatives. Suicidal methods 
have been permitted to grow up with- 
in the shrinking industry, for which 
the industry itself is to blame. Oppor- 
tunity to exploit foreign markets for 
American aircraft has been neglected 
until these markets have been pre- 


empted by the leading nations of 
Europe and Asia. Practically all of 
the 17,000 pilots, trained at a cost of 
many thousand. dollars each, have 
seqitered. We have failed to make 
the most of the examples of the other 
countries and their judgment. Records 
ive been lost—important as irdica- 
tive of lost quality and discouraged 
spirit. A feeling of chaos exists 
witnin.the industry which comes from 
cont.nual disappointment and defeat. 

Let us face the facts and find the 
solution.

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Says Teaching of Geography 
Stimulates Newspaper Reading 


Washington, January 31.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Declaring that “Geography is 
a step-child of the American public 
schools,” Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, 
president of the National Geographic 
society, addressing the Association of 
American Geographers".in session 
here today, urged that the geogra- 
phers support the movement now in 
progress in Variotis Amefican citiés 
to have geography taught 
schools. 

Dr. Grosvenor called the failure to 
teach geography in diigh schools one 
of the anomolies of American public 
school education. 

“Geography is a basie subject,” he 
continued. “It enters into history, 
science, literature and even the lan- 
guages. It is a cultural subject of 
abiding interest and lifelong intel- 
lectual fascination. It is a vocational 
adjunct to many kinds of business 
and the professions.” 

A knowledge of geography is es 
sential to understanding the newa, 
and better teaching of geography 
would stimulate intelligent reading of 
newspapers, he added. He pointed to 
a condition which arose in Washing- 
ton schools where 40,000 obsolete 
geographies still contain maps of Eu- 
rope as it was before the world war, 
The National Geographic society ¢o- 
operated with a Washington news- 
paper in printing a descriptive story 
and an outliné map of the hew Eu- 
rope in an editidn of that paper and 
50,000 proofs later were struck off 
by the newspaper suitable for pasting 
in school geographies. Newspapers m 
other cities followed this example. 


Weekly Bulletins. 

‘*A direct service to schools the 
National Geographic society now ren- 
ders is the issuance of weekly sets 
of bulletins to some 20,000 school 
teachers for use among about he 
000 pupils,” Dr. Grosvenor said. 
“These bulletins, which constitute a 
gift to American education, supple- 
ment geography texts with up-to-date 
interesting, informative, iflustrated 
bulletins on geography. They add 
to the geat of the study: they en- 
liven it by making contact between 
the day’s news and geographic facts; 
they take the subject out of the lab- 
oratory and make it a part of life. 

“The National Geographic society, 
with its membership of nearly one 
million, has broader facilities for pop- 
ularizing the use of maps than any 
single agency in the world,

1492; and to hunt for a blight-re- 
sisting chestnut tree, for interesting 
birds and animals and for new fruit 
aud flower immigrants.

We stubbornly refuse 
all political contacts, and yet the po- 
litical ideas of the Russian bolshevist, 
the German socialist and the Italian 
fascist, creep into the political blood 
of America. Disease germs halt at no 
boundary line, while social customs 
and moral ideas pass, without inspee- 
tion or duty, from nation to natioh. 
{t is impossible for peoples to trade 
with each other without the inevitable 
Clash of interests, and heated com pe- 
tition for advantage. . Despite all our . 
racial and national differences, this 
old earth of ours is just one house, 
in which all the children of men must 
live, “and live together. The entire 
race needs all the resources of all the 
earth for its sustenance, comfort and 
progress. We may as well face the 
fact that if we leave the gathering and 
distribution of these vital resources to 
be secured by the shrewdest and the 
strongest, the world will ultimately 
become a jungle of beasts, and our 


dreams of a Christian civilization will 
fade awav. 


The Rule of Reason. 

Reason would dictate then. that the 
nations of the world should have a 
court to which they could carry their 
differences to be settled by the rule 
of reason. The wonder is that civi- 
lization has waited thus long for the 
establishment of such a tribunal. A 


greater marvel is, that there can be 
found men in the United States sen- 
ate who oppose such a forward step, 
and still be called representatives of 
the interests of the people. 

Now the question-is, will President 
Coolidge follow his principle to ita 
logical conclusion? If we are to en- 
ter an international court, where our 
vital interests are to be determined 
b. international principles, why 
shouldnt we also enter an inter- 
national council, where these inter- .

Christ’s intercessor 
livered just before His crucifixion, 
the greatest of all the prayers of 
which we have record. 

Dr. Gordon is quoted in Peloubet’s 
notes as saying of it: 

“The heart of the world’s life is in 
its literature. The heart of all litera- 
ture is this sacred Book of God, The 
heart of this book is the gospels. The 
heart of the four gospels is John. 
The heart of John’s is this exquisite 
bit, chapters 13 to 17, and there is 

t an inner heart here, It is this 
bit, this 17th chapter, where the 
inner side of Jesus’ prayer life lies 
open to us.” 

Melancthon is quoted as saying in 
his last lecture: 

“There is no yoice which has ever 
been heard, either in heaven or in 
earth, more exalted, more holy, more 
fruitful, more sublime, than this 
prayer offered by the Son of God 
Himeelf.”’ 

While these authorities have stated 
the matter very strongly, the state- 
ments are amply justified. There 
could be no prayers ¢é¢qual to those 
addressed to the Heavenly Father by 
the Father’s only begotten Son. 
And no other prayer which He utter- 
ed had such a setting and such a 
purpose as this. 

A Different Kind of Prayer. 

In what is known as the Lord’s 
Prayer, the Savior gave to His dis- 
ciples and to His followers through- 
out all time a. model prayer which 
very simply and very comprehen- 
sively sets forth the form of a petition 
which should ascend from all human 
hearts. 

‘But the prayer from which our text 
is taken today could not be uttered 
by a human being; it way a review of 
Christ’s stewardship, given not for in- 
formation to the all-knowing God, but 
for inspiration to the disciples in 
whose presence the prayer was 
uttered. 

The hour. had come when He was 
about to be glorified; profoundly im- 
pressive was this conversation be- 
tween the Messiah and the Father 
who had sent Him on the most im- 
portant commission ever entrusted to 
@ messenger—even to a messenger sO 
exalted. 

Christ was to be glorified, not be- 
enuse it brought’ any advantage to 
Him or satisfied any need of which 
He was conscious; it was that the 
Son might glorify the Father. It 
suggests the first of the many lessons 
which can be drawn from the text 
and recalls the word of the Lord to 
Abraham, as recorded in Genesis. 

When Abraham was called out from 
his country, from his father’s house 
ahd from his kindred, into a land that 
vas later to be made known to him, 
God eaid: 

“And I will make of three a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, ahd make 
thy name great; and thou shalt be a 
blessing.” Or, as the new Vversivd 
renders it, “be thou a blessing.” 

The purpose which God has in 
blessing man is here stated in words 
that ought to burn their way into 
every heart. One must be supremely 
egotistical to think that God would 
single him out from among a billion 
and a half of human souls and shower 
blessings upon him without some 
higher and larger purpose than the 
mere gratification of one finite, short- 
lived and comparatively insignificant 
human being. 

Let us take, for instance, the 
average person born at this time i 
a Christian family in this country. . 

First, he is born into the greatest 
age of the world; second. he is born 
(or resides) in the greatest land in 
the world; third, he is a member of 


the greatest race in the world; fourth,|ing the Heavenly 
he is born into an environment thatithat they “have known. surely that 


gives him both opportunities and the 
preparation necessary to fmuprove 
those opportunities. For none of 
these things is he responsible; they 
come to him as gifts—priceless gifts. 
Blessings Without Priée. 

When he is ready to go to school, 
be finds a school system established 
with universal education as the basic 
principle. He finds school buildings 
erected for his use and teachers pre- 
pared to instruct him. 

When he is ready to vote, he has 

the privilege of citizenship, purchased 
for him by the bloed of millions of 
patriots; he also finds a religion the 
highest that man has known. 
' The Bible comes into his life when 
he is a child, and from it he learns 
of a God, all-wise, all-powerful. all- 
loving: be finds that the Book is the 
revealed will of God and the only in- 
fallible guide in matters of life and 
conduct. And this sacred volume tells 
him of Christ who eame to save him 
by His blood and to guide him by 
His blood and to guide him by His 
heaven-born wisdom. 


Language is powerless to express his 
indebtedness for all these blessings that 
have come to him without money and 
without price. No aerithmetre Can 
compute their value. Is it not strange 
that anyone who accepts these gifts 
can be so ungrateful as to use them 
and not have a passion for service? 

Making Us: Blessings. 

If one applies to himself the lan- 
guage addressed to Abraham, the 
whole matter is made clear; there is 
a reason why man should be blessed 
if be is in‘turn to be a blessing. The 
more he is blessed, the greater his 
power to transfer the blessing to oth- 
ers—the greater the fruitage that be- 
comes possible. If Christ, who was 
equal with the Father, could justify 
His petition to the heavenly Father 
on the ground that that which was 
conferred upon Him would be used 
for the magnifying of the Father, how 
can man do less? 

Our study of this lesson will not 
be in vain if we resolve to give God 
the glory for all our joys and all our 
accomplishments an to make our 
lives conduits through abich the good- 
ness of God may be carried to others 
less fortunate than ourselves. 


In his prayer Jesus recounts the 
authority vested in Him to give eter- 
nal life to those whom the Father had 
given Him. And then we have a 
wonderful definition of eternal life— 
“that they might know thee the only 
true God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou 
hast sent.” 


Three Views of Christ. 


Was Christ an imposter? He would 
have been if these words, spoken by 
Him, had not been true. No mere 
human being could have used His lan- 
guage without being guilty of an im- 
position—a fraud without parallel in 
all the annals of time. 

Those who look upon Christ as 
merely a good man overlook the fact 
that Christ could not have been a 
good man if He had knowingly laid 
claim to a character which He did 
not possess. Neither would He be 
trustworthy if He could have been de- 
luded into an honest but false con- 
cngtion ee Himself. 

is language was not the language 
of a deluded man, neither oar His 
life the life of one acting under a de- 
lusion. And yet, there are but three 
explanations of Christ. He was either 
what Hp represented Himself to be, or 
a pyre = be deceiver, or the victim of 
a delusion. “What hi 
Christ?” in oe 

The prayer presents another fact 
that must be accepted as true or re- 
jected as false. Christ calls upon the 
Father: : 

“Glorify thou me with thine own 
self with the glory which I had with 
thee before the world was.” 


Here is positive proof, unless 
Christ’s words are rejected as false, 
that the Son was with the Father in 
heaven not only before He descended 
to earth, but “before the world was.” 

No Question as to Meaning. 

An examination of the two versions 
(the King James, known as the Au- 
thorized Version, and the Revised 
Version) reveals the fact that they are 
identical as te every word of this 
verse. There can be no question as 
to the meaning of the words: there 
are no differing interpretations; the 
only question that can arise is as to 
the veracity of Christ in using the 
language or the veracity of John in 
reproducing it. 

- The words establish the supernat- 
ural character and holy mision of our 
Lord and Savior and make it easy 
fo accept all that is said of Him. If 
Christ was with the Father and left 
the throne above that He might offer 
Himself a propitiation for our sins, ev- 
erything recorded of Him %% natural 
and just what might be expected. 

Why should not such an One be 
conceived of the Holy Ghost and born 
of a virgin? 

Why should He not break the bonds 
of the tomb and,rising bodly from the 
grave, ascend into heaven? 


All the questioning that has dis- 
turbed the religious world is due to 
a failure to understand the real char- 
acter of Christ. The Bible describes 
one Christ and describes Him con- 
sistently throughout: it is another 
Christ that is set up by unbelfevers— 
a mere human being. stripped of all 
deity, of all supernatural power and 
reduced to the stature of a man, 

A Different Petition. 

The truth set forth in the above- 
quoted verse is confirmed further on 
in the prayer. The completeness of 
the revelation of Christ is affirmed: 

“For I have given unto them (the 
disciples ) the words which thou gavest 
me.

lt may appear to some feaders that 
the caption of my articles is 
rather elastic to include Methodist 
unification. It is assumed, however, 
that there is a direct connection, This 
is a eubject of general interest, sin 
the other Pyptestant cha as 
as the Roman Catholic church a 
looking with concern on the pro 
unification of American Methodism. 
‘lne appeal is made by leaders of 
the opposition to ynification toe the 
passions of the past, the prejudices of 
the present and the fears of the fu- 
ture. The accusation is not made 
that this conscious motive prompts 
the opponents of unification, but only 
that it is the practical effect of these 
argcuments.- There enters into these 
different appeals six fundamental 
questions, the property question, the 
negry problem, the rights of annual 
conferences, the authority of the 
judicial council, the constitution and 
territorial rights. 
This practically sums up the issues 
in contention and will be carefully 
dea't with in the course of our discus- 
sion. ‘ 


There is first the appeal to the puas- 
sions of the past. If any disagree- 
able incident in the whole history of 
the separation of the two churches has 
not veen brought to the surface, it is 
an unintentional oversight on the part 
of the leading opponents of wunifica- 
tion. The extreme paris plea has 
been assumed that the south has been 
wholly right and th® north wholly 
wrong. x 

There has been the impeachment 
of a Whole people, an entire church. 
Lhe charge has been repeatedly made 
that the northern church is a high- 
handed violator of the <acred contract 
in not abiding by the territorial -di- 
vision of 1844. With a curious incon- 
sixiency the minority leaders in the 
epecial session of our general confer- 
ence contended that the conference 
was not legal because it was not 
ratified by the annual conferences, 
and at the same time ignored the 
claims of the northern chureh that it 
Was not bound by the territorial di- 
vision. since it was not ratified by 
the annual conferences. 
Which is a more fundamental mat- 
ter, a special session of a general con- 
ference or the territorial division of 
a’ church? 
If the northern church is not a 
Christian, but a criminal church, as 
represented by the leading southern 
opponents of unification, it is rather 
strange that on our general confer- 
ence occasions some of these southern 
leaders should be able to extend such 
a gracious ard cordial welcome to the 
representatives of the northern church 
and that they should favor any con- 
ceivatle plan of -unification. 

Report of Commission. 

The majority commission of unifi- 
caution in the reply to the minority re- 
port makes the following unanswer- 
uble reply: 
“The plan of unification does not 
repeal the boundary line feature of the 
plan of separation’ because that has 
‘been already repealed. When the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Kipiscopal church in 1848 declared 
that the ‘plan’ was ‘null and void,’ it 
repudiated any supposed or proposed 
boundary line which the ‘plan’ was 
expecting to establish, and it nas never 
recognized any territorial limitations 
vr adopted any resolutions that obhi- 
gated its ministers and members to 
recoznize any line or limitation. The 
boundary line provision of the ‘plan’ 
has never been recognized of regarded 
in any way whatsoever since the adop- 
tion of the report that contained the 
‘plan.” The church, south, took ac- 
tion aleo. The general conference in 
1866 adopted the following resolu- 
tiens ° 

“ “Resolved, That as the geographi- 
cai line defining the territorial limits 
of the Methodist Episcopal church and 
the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, established in 1944, has been 
officivlly and practically repudiated 
and disregarded by the ethodist 
Episcopal church, therefore we are 
bound neither legally nor morally by 
it.” . After that action of 1866 follow- 
ing that of 1848 why speak of the plan 
of unification repealing the ‘plan of 
separation?’ It has already been re- 
peale], and thut by the fathers. It 
was they who ‘legalized’ the presence 
of the church, north, in the south or 
anywhere else and the church, south, 
in the north or elsewhere. So far 
then as the boundary line, established 
by the ‘plan of séparation’ is con- 
cerned, that was set aside ‘practical- 
ly’ from the beginning and ‘officially’ 
from 1848 to 1866.”

The appeal to the passions of the 
past has mainly revolved around the 
practice of competition and overlap- 
ping of the two churches. 

Any effort towards a charitabie 
construction of the acts of the north- 
ern church must lead us to the recox- 
nition that the northern church hae 
occupied more of the southern terri- 
torr than the southern church has 
occupied northern territory because 
of the larger number of northern 
Methodists who have come south. The 
estimate is given by a southern bishop 
oppesed to unification that there are 
400.000 white northern Methodists in 
the south. The southern church has 
never faced a similar situation.

Why was'this amendment rejected? 
The answer is eusy. It was simply 
hecause no one can define a communi- 
ty territorially.

Dallas, Oklahoma City, Tulsa, Kan- 
sas City, St. Louis, Huntingdon or 
Baltimore without the consént of some 
quarterly conference of some North- 
eri Methodist church.

It seems that the mi- 
nority, legally trainéd, though they 
“are, lo not see that such a provision, 
which they so ardently advocated, 
would be greatly to the disadvantage 
and inconvenience of their own 
chirch. The defeat of the amendment 
was due entirely to its utter imprac- 
tirability.’’

-approximately 4.30 per cent on their investment, while the roads of the 
northwest aavned approximately 3.12 per cent.” 

Great Northern in 1923 earned its fixed charges approximately 
twice, and in 1924 it showed about the same margin. Total income avail- 
‘able for fixed charges was $35,800,000, as compared with interest re- 
quirements of $17,900,000.

There were ‘oo 
many people who had big profits and 
would not take them as long as the 
market was advancing. who had to 
be forced to sell out. Too many oth- 
ers had sold or had not bought and 
were willing to buy only on declines, 
to have the continuous buying power 
that was necessary for further gains 
before ‘the technical position wus 
strengthened. That situation account- 


this was the large volume of buying 
that eame in as the reactions de- 
veloped, but of more importance was 
the support given to many stocks by 
pools every time any real weakness 
threatened their favorite issues.

Liverpool 
cables wefe somewhat disappointing 
on the old crop position, but early of- 
ferings were soon absorbed and the 
market improved en covering, trade 
buying and better commission house 
demand. Reports that printers had 
buyers of cloths in the 
roarket here during *the past three 
days were among the factors on the 
advance, while there also was a good 
deal of bullish comment on cable ad- 
vices that large orders for cotton 
yarns had been placed in the Lan- 
eashire mills by Russia. These fea- 
tures evidently had a favorable effect 
yn sentiment. Buying also was en- 
couraged by reports of a good demand 
for spot cotton at a firm basis in the 
south. 

March sold up to 23.82 and July 
to 24.40, making net auyances of 16 
to 20 points on the old crop months, 
while new crop positions sold 11 to 
13 points net Lieber. The relatively 
easy ruling of the new crop positions 
was attributed to better prospects 
for’ unsettled ‘weather, with possible 
showers or rains in the southwest.

New York, January 31.—A prominent 
ban«ser recently went on as stating 
that the stock market is always a selective 
affair. A few comparisons recently tahu- 
lated by Colonel Ayres, of Cleveland. show 
conclusively that a readjustment of values 
is ¢onstantly taking place within the 
market, - 

It will be remembered that the stock 
market reached fairly high price leveis last 
February, from which point a reactionary 
period set in, lasting until June. The ad- 
vance which followed carried quotations to 
new high price tevels in the late summer. 
and after a somewhat minor reaction iuat 
prior to the national election. the market 
surged upward to new high figures for all 
time near the close of 1924. January of 
this year found the market nearly 20 points 
above the previous high levels recorded sev- 
eral months earlier. 

The figures compiled by Colonel Ayres fn 
the light of these facts and circumtsances 
are most interesting. Out of 646 active 
stocks listed on the New York Stock Ex- 
change, we find that no tesa than 109 ae- 
tually made their lows for the year during 
the final quarter, when the average prices 
were at the peak. Twenty stocks actuaily 
made their highest for the year during the 
second ouarter of 1924. when the market 
as a whole was at extremely low-price 
levels. Surely such ,& comparison demon- 
strates the Iack of uniformity in securits 
price movements. se 

Colonel Ayres rightly contends that ase- 
curities are a great deal like people, since 
they possess individual cbaracteristics. A 
careful study of the general trend of the 
market should be made, but it is iever well 
to lose sight ofthe fact that mapy In- 
dividual securitie® are continualiy respond- 
ing, market-wise, to their own individual 
influences. 

At the present time the better grade of 
Oils and railrogds seem to he headed for a 
very much higher price level, the trade 
outlook in hoth industries rapidly improv- 
ing, and this condition is almost sure to 
be reflected in the form of steadily ad- 
vancing stock market quotations, 


POST & FLAGG. 


New York, January 31.—Oil stocks con- 
tinue the features and are unquestionably 
the speculative favorites, but U. 8. Steel 
common has staged quite a demonstration. 
and the feeling is very optimistic in regard 
to this stock. The oils have been infl+- 
enced mostly by the now qnite generally 
acknowledged failure of the Wortham pool 
to come up to predictions, and another ele- 
ment of strength is the government’s com- 
mission, appointed br President Coolidge 
to consider the oil industry and report cn 
methods for oil conservation. It is quite 
correctly judged that anything which this 
commission reports must be bullish on the 
present price of oi] shares. There are all 
sorts of stories as to what the commission 
is likely to recommend, one being that 
they will advocate the buying up by the 
government of all the oil now in ora.re 
as a conservation measure. This 
seem to us rather extreme and we hardly 
exnect anything quite so radical.

INWHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, January 31.—Indications 
of large world shipments and of a 
sharp increase of the amount of wheat 
Cc.1 ocean passage had an evident de- 
pressing effect on wheat values today.

ternational discussions of the coming 
year.

Three great power: are intimately) 
concerned with this Mediterranean 
question, namely, Britain, France 
and Italy, while Spain, Greece, Jugu- 
Slavia and Turkey are also vitally in- 
terested. For Britain, it is the prob- 
lem of communications which connect 
her with her. vast and all-important 
Indian empire, as well as her Aus- 
tralian and East African possessions. 
For France, it is the problem otf 
communications with her African em- 
pire which extends from Algiers to 
the Congo. For Italy, it is the ques- 
tion of existence itself, for she aloue 
has her entire metropolitan territory 
within. the Mediterranean basin. 
on of Natives. 
But aside from the questions taised 
by obvious and often conflicting am- 
bitions and legitimate interest of the 
great powers end the small European 
states, there is also the vast issue 
raised by the unmistakable agitar.on 
of the various native peoples on the 
Asiatic and African seaboards for in- 
dependence, which affects Britain in 
Egypt,-Italy in Tripoli and France in 
Tunis, Algeria and Morocco. 
And all this phase of the problem

from the Riff. And as the Egyptian 
crisis raises the question of British 
communications through Suez, so the 
Spanish withdrawal imperils the sin- 
gle line of land communication be- 
tween Algeria and Morocco, the line 
borrowed by the railway and road con- 
necting Oran with Rabat and passing 
through Tlemcen, Taza and Fez. 
Riffians Hold Key. 
The frontier betwen the Spanish 
and French zones in Morocco follows 
the crests of the maritime atlas and 
Riffian mountains. From the bound- 
ary to the floor of the valley followed 
by the route from Algeria, the dis- 
tance is inconsiderable, hardly twenty 
miles near Taza. Thus the defeat of 
the Spanish has left the Riffian vic- 
tors within sight of the railway and 
highway, which are the sole means of 
communication between the two great 
French establishments in North 
Africa. If a sudden raid by the moun- 
taineers cut this route, then the 
French would be thrown back upon 
the long and tedious sea route be- 
tween Oran and Casablanca, and 
French troops in Morocco could nor 
in emergency be reinforced speediiv 
from the garrisons of eastern Algeria. 
But the question of French action 
is gravely complicated by the larger 
problem of the Straits of Gibraltar. 
A French advance to occupy the re- 


on occupied by the Spanish, while 

ubtless sure to be bitterly opposed 
by the a cpap would nevertheless 
be inevita Ww it not for the fac» 
that such an afvance, by bringing 
France to the south shore of the 
straits eastward of Ceuta. would in- 
stantly concern the British. Indeed, 
the Spanish district was originally 
drawn with an eye to keeping the 
French away from the straits when 
France and Brifain, with Spain, set- 
tled the Moroccan dispute before the 
World war. 

Wrench Menace British. 

Again, west df Couta is the neu- 
tral zone Of Tangier, which’ has’ been 
the cause of endless Franco-British 
bickerings and still rewa:ns an un- 
settled problem, «although a compro- 
mise favorable in part to the French 
was made fairly recently. ~Thus 
France, to secure her own landward 
ecommunicatious. in Morocco, *seems 
condemned to take steps which the 
British may regard as a menace to 
their seaward route vie Gibraltar to 
Malta and Suez. 

Despite this ajvious difficulty, how- 
ever, dispatches alike from ndon 
and Paris. have indicated that~ the 
Egyptian affair has imposed an un- 
expected measure of agreement upon 
the: British and the French. ‘Thus 
it is reported that at the conference 
in Paris between Austen Chamber- 
lain and Herriot, Britain consented 
to French advance inte the Spanish 
zone, only insisting that Spain should 
retain Couta, which is the fortress 
facing Gibraltar, the fortress which 
in French hands would largely neu- 
tralize the value of the Rock to the 
British. 

That the French will have presently 
to proceed against the Riffians is 
hardly to be doubted. Nominall- 
the sheriff of Morocco rules over 
both the Spanish and the French 
gones, but practically unchallenged 
success by the natives of Riff over 
one European state would make the 
position of another insecure and to 
maintain its hold south of the Riff, 
France will have to crush the rebels 
of the north. Moreover, the need is 
urgent, because not only are the 
French communications menaced 
about Taza, but to the south of the 
whole Fez-Taza corridor in the west 
mountain r-gion live the powerful 
tribes which have only recently and 
partially been submitted to French 
rule after serious camnaigns. 

France Faces Campaign. 

As a consequence of the Snanish 
defeat in the Riff, then, France 
finds herself faced with the necessity 
ef an expensive and @Cifficult cam- 
paign. Conquest of the region will 
doubtless add upwards of 8,000 
square miles to the French Moroccan 
protectorate and mark another step 
in the completion of French mastery 
in Africa Minor, but it will impose 
material expense both to conquer and 
to hold, and it promises Franco- 
Spanish complications, even if there 
should be no ultimate Anglo-French 
disagreements. 

But for the French there is another 
echo of the Egyptian affair which 
may be even more serious. Morocco 
is a native state still in the process 
of organization, the reduction of the 
native tribes and the creation of a 
regime of civilized order is by no 
means completed, although the French 
have done wonderfully well so far 
and Lyautey has proven himself the 
greatest of French pro-consuls. Al- 
gerin, on the other hand,-has been oc- 
cupied for nearly # century, contains 
upwards of 800,000 European inhabi- 
tants and politically is treated as a 
part of France.

French Influence In Tunis. 

The little beyclicate of Tunis was 
taken by France in 1881 in pursuance 
of an agreement made at the congress 
of Berlin, French occupation was the 
cause for a Franco-Italian quarrel 
which drove Italy into the triple alli- 
ance and interrupted French Ital- 
ian friendship for a generation. In 
Tunis the native ruler and system 
were maintained and France ruled in 
the name of the native sovereign 
through a resident general. 

By contrast with Algeria, Tunis re- 
ceived only ‘a small number of Euro- 
pean immigrants, about 160,000 all 
told, at the census of 1921, and of 
this population less than 60,000 are 
French against nearly Y0,000 for the 
Italians. Thus the native in Tunis 
as in Egypt retained. some semblance 
of his old position and there arose, 
even before the world war. a young 
Tunis party,. wholly like the similar 
party in Egypt, which aimed at inde- 
pendence and clamored for rapidly 
increasing share in the government. 

Just before the world war, when 
Italy attacked Turkey and occupied 
Tripoli, Franee and Britain having 
agreed in return for Italian adherence 
to their own Moroccan and Egyptian 
bargains, the situation became very 
difficult, for the native Tunisians, 
both for reasons of religion and race, 
sympathized with the Turks. At tiis 
time there was a very sharp clash 
between France and Italy growing 
out of the seizure of French ships by 
the Italian fleet. ® 

Difficulties Increased. 

French difficulties were increased 
during the world war, whea the I[iai- 
iaus in Tripoli withdrew their garri- 
sons to the coast and ike natives in 
the hinterland under Turkish leader- 
ship menaced the desert frontiers not 
only of Tunis and Tripoli, but of 
Egypt as well. At the end of the 
war France consented to the cession 
of certain Saharan areas to Italy, 
thus straightening out the Tripoli- 
Tunis frontier and the Italians have 
since been slowly but surely reoccu- 
pying the hinterland of their colony. 

In the past two decades, north Af.- 
rica has been a fruitful source of 
European differences. It was the 
question of Morocco which brought 
France and Germany to the door of 
war in 1895 and again in 1911. The 
French fortification of Bizerta in 
Tunis has always been. a cause for 
Italia resentment, while Britain and 
Franc: and France and Spain have 
again and again disagreed shrply. 
Even the Italians and British col- 
lided over the question of the western 
frontier of Egypt after the Italians 
came to Tripoli. : 

Between France, Italy and Britain. 
too, there have always een major 
differences growing out of the great- 
er question of the Mideterranean. For 
France, the question of the Mediter- 
ranean is one involving the security 
of her communications with her most 
prosperous and promising colonies, 
Algeria, Morocco and Tunis, and the 
transfer of her African armies to 
Eurone in event of a continental war. 
The life line of her empire passes 
from Marseilles to Oran, Algiers and 
Tunis. 

Question Vital toe British. 

For the British, too, the question 
of the Mediterranean is equally vital 
for via Gibraltar, Malta and Suez 
runs the shortest and most important 
route to India, Australia and much 
of east and south Africa. Thus 
Britain long opposed French posses- 
sion, first of Algeria, later of Moroc- 
co and for a time of Tunis with its 
great naval base of Bizerta. Only the 
greater peril of Germany in the north 
final] b 
Lgether in the great cntente of 1904, 
‘when Britain withdrew her objection 
to French occupation of most of Mo- 
rocco and France abandoned her 
claims in Egypt. 

Meantime, the Italian situation was 
esse.tially different from that of both 
the French and the British, for Italy 
was almost surrounded by the Medit- 
erranean and its Adriatie gulf, there- 
fore her very life was locked up in 
tLe problem. Yet she found herself 
faced by* French possession, not alone 
of Corsica within sight of her shores 
but also-o* all the African coast from 
the Syrtes to the Spanish zone of 
Morocco, while Britain at Malta 
watched the narrows between Sicily 
and Tunis. In addition, Britain at 
Alexandria and Suez controlled Egypt 
and later France in Syria, and Britain 
in Cyprus blocked her pathway of ex- 
pcnsion at the eastern end of what 
she called her own sea. 

In taking Tripoli, Italy established 
herself on north African soil, but 
Tripo:i was a poor céunterbalance to 
French ‘or British possessions and 
Malta commanded her sea route to 
it. Italian indignation, too, was 
raised by the fact that after the 
World war the British supported the 
Yugo-Slavs on the east shore of the 
Adriatic and Greek ambitions in all 
of the Turks’ old Anatolian mainiand 
and islands. 

Refuse to Support British. 

Resentment by the Italians on this 
score and French indignation at the 
failure of the British to support 
France on the Rhine led to the re- 
fusal of both countries to stand with 
Britain when Turkey overthrew 
Greece and came back to the Straits. 


astern settlement, led to the. evacua- 
tion of the Asiatic mainland by Italy 
and the retreat of France from the 
Adana regions. More than that, it 
served as a powerful incentive to all 
the various Mohammedan tribes in 
the Near Fast to stir against their 
European masters. 

Forced to yield to Turkey, the 
British were also confronted by a 
choice between conflict or concession 
in Egypt and were reluctantly 
brought to confer upon that state, 
which had only recently been declared 
a British protectorate, freedom which 
was only limited by conditions rela- 
tive to Suez, the Sudan and certain 
foreign relations. Difficuities .with 
the Turks and the Egyptians were 
also complicated by other disagree- 
ments, with the Arabs alike in Mos- 
opotamia and in Palestine, while. be- 
hind all these troubles lay the great 
shadow of ever mounting difficulties 
and perils in India. 

Natives Profit By Quarrels. 

_So far the natives in all these re- 
gions had profited by the quarrels of 
the Europeans—Anglo-French quar- 
rels in Syria, Anglo-Italian disputes 
in the Aegean, the Greek collapse and 
the following and humiliating treaty 
vf Lausanne. Each of these episodes, 
while immediately disastrous to but 
one of the several nations concerned, 
had contributed to lowering European 
prestige and stimulating native un- 
rest. Indeed, it is hardly possible to 
exaggerate the consequences, evil for 
all Europeans, of the Turkish 
triumph, first in the field over Greece, 
and later in negotiations with all th 
great powers. 4 

With the Egyptian question. how- 
ever, we come to a plain crisis. It 
is manifest that the Egyptian chal- 
lenge to the British is identical with 
the Tunisian challenge to France. 
while Italy in Tripoli can hardly 
prosper if British influence in Egypt 
and French in Tunis is -diminished. 
Already French rule in Syria and 
British rule in Mesopotamia and Pal- 
estine is gravely imperilled, while the 
Persian hostility to all Europeans re- 
cently found expression in the murder 
of an American consul. Therefore, 
if the several European nations are 
now to continue their rivalries and 
intrigue with the Mohammedans 
against: their fellow Christian states, 
the ultimate results cannot fail to be 
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}Seuts to give refuge to Tripolitans in 


revolt against Italy, or Italy gives 
shelrer to Tunisians or Egyptians, 
the Gritish follow the same example, 
the results will be unmistakable for 
al. three. 

But a common Mediterranean pol- 
icy involves agreement in the Aegean 
as well as the Adriatic. Thus, in 
any pussible Mediterranean agreement, 
Italy atands to gain very materially. 
When Italy went to Corfn a year 
and more ago, she encountered not 
merely vor mainly Greek, but British 
resistance and criticiem, but after the 
Egyrtian affair, there is a notahie 
tendency in London ‘to revive indg- 
ment upon Corfu. Moreover, British 
opinion, which in many quarters has 
never forgiven Italy’s Tripolitan ad- 
venture, must now recognize that it 
Enrooge ia to retain its hold in north 
Africa. there must he no available 
refuge for rebels and no center from 
whieh to direct an anti-European cam- 
mign. 

if France. Italy and Britain are 
ta he rivals in the Mediterranean and 
its tributary seas. if they are to have 
eonflieting policies on its Asiatie and 
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pomor to the natisnal or 


existences“of alt-tiree. But if t 

saine hations are to reach an entente 
upon’ Mediterranean q s, such 
ou fentente must inevitably lead to 
a thexngure of common policy in Eu- 


rope. 

the triumph of the nati/e and Mo 
hammedan populations from Syria to 
Morocco would be fatal to all French 
amvitions, it would imperil the unity 
vf the British empire, and in the 
Italian case it would block commercial!

directions. The gravity of the peril 
is so unmistakabie“that unity of pui- 
icy wvuld seem inevitable. 

Behind all these native manifesta- 
tions, too, lies the sinister shadow of 
Moscow, for the clear policy of Mow 
cow must be to exploit everywhere 
the native revolts against the control 
avd influence of those European 
states which are the true enemies of 
fbolshevism. ‘The advance, the offen- 
sive of bolshevism in Europe, has been 
checked, the European danger has. 
practically speaking, disappeared with 
the return of order and a degree of 
prosperity in all countries. Rut from 
Teheran to Fez and from Adrianople 
to Delhi, there is.another efferves- 
cence which is unmistakable and may

May Restore “ntente. 

At the year’s end, then,. we may 
well be at an important turning point 
in contemporary £uropean ations, 
and common dangers in Africa may 
restore Anglo-French-Italian  associa- 
tions which the war created and the 
rivalries of the post-wartime demol- 
ished, to the plain injury of all con- 
cerned, The restoration of these as- 
sociations, whatever their ultimate ef- 
fect sv far us Asia and Africa ure 
concerned, might easily help to hasten 
the further rapid amelioration of Eu- 
ropean political and international 
conditions.

ONDON, January 31.—There 
is an uncommonly interest- 
ing secret—which exclusive 
inside information enables me 
to let out—behind the ex- 
traordinary tour in British East Africa 
that is now being made by the youth- 
ful Duke and Duchess of York. 

This secret directly involves the 
duke’s popular elder brother, the 
Prince of Wales. But hold on! Let’s 
tell the story in its proper sequence. 

Why to goodness, it has been asked 
many times since they set out, have 
King George’s second son and his 


very attractive young duchess gone 


to Africa, anyhow? Why are they 
now in the wilds of Kenya colony, 
being charged by rhinoceri and threat- 
ened by lions, getting stung by all the 
insect pests of the jungle, drenched to 
their skins by tropical rains and jarred 
to the marrow as often as the auto 
in which they are ‘‘on Safari” hits a 
hidden rock, when they might as well 
be comfortably at home here where 
they are so’ genuinely popular and so 
constantly in demand?

“apple sauce.” 

The official explanation of the duke

In order that the-situation may be 
clear, let’s see just what this interest- 
ing young royal couple have to live 
on, and about what their normal ex- 
penses are. 

The duke’s income from the state 
since his marriage’ has been 25,000 
pounds, or roughly $#25,000 a year; 
and the Duchess of York has an in- 
come of 1,000 pounds.a year in her 
own right. The duke, when he reach- 
ed the age of 18, began to receive an 
income of 10,000 pounds from the 
state under the act of settlement pass- 
ed on the accession of King George to 
the throne, which made provision .for 
the children of the sovereign. 

During the ten years that elapsed 
between 1913, when the Duke of 


‘York began to receive his allowance - 


of 10,000 pounds a year, and 1923, 
when he married, he saved nearly 40,- 
000 pounds, and from this now de- 
rives an income of about 2,000 pounds 
a year. The total gross income of the 
duke and duchess amounts therefore 
to 28,000 pounds a year. On this 
income the duke pays income tax to 
the extent of about 8,000 pounds a 
year and his subscriptions to charity 
(which may be regarded as a regular 
annual charge on his income) amount 
to 6,000 yearly. 

Something like another 3,000 
pounds a year goes in meeting the 
traveling and other expenses of the 
duke and duchess, who constantly 
have to fulfill various official engage- 
ments in different paris ef the king- 
dom. His royal highness is thus left 
with a net income of 11,000 pounds 
or roughly $55,000 a year. 

That is quite a bunch of money, and 
weré the Prince of Wales married, the 
income of the Yorks probably would 
more than suffice. For the tasies of 


both are simple, and if their position 
permitted, they could be quite happy 
living quietly among the small group 
of their intimate friends. - 

The home of the duke and duchess, 
White Lodge, situated in Richmond 
Park, lies about twelve miles ouiside 
London. It is a beautiful house; but 
the duke and duchess occupy only half 
of it.

From the volcanic nature of these 
islands and the fact that- many of 
them are so much like the peaks of 
lofty mountains, sciénce has long sus- 
pected them to be all that remains of 
a great island or continent which once 
covered this part of the earth’s sur- 
face.
